Mr. Harrison opened the case on the part of the Petitioners against the return. 

, J £ tn Z?' schmjle Crawford, Esq., sworn ; Examined by Mr. Wrangham : Cross-examined 
by Mr. lhesiger. 

Mr. Wrangham proposed to put in the Poll-books, and Mr. Thesiger stated he should 
not raise any objection to their admissibility. 

The three Poll-books were then put in. 

Mr. Wrangham proposed to strike off the poll the vote of Henry Lynch, being one of the 
two votes comprised in the first class, which contains the names of persons whose votes had 
been adjudicated upon, &c. 

Mr. Tltesiger took a preliminary objection to going into the question upon these two 
votes at all, on the ground that there was no valid objection stated to these votes in the 
beading of the class. 

Mr. Wrangham was heard in answer to the objection. 

Mr. Thesiger replied. 

The committee-room was cleared ; but Counsel and Agents being called in, they were 
informed by the Chairman that the Committee had come to the following resolution 

* ( That the notice given in Class No. l is sufficient to enable the parties to proceed 
to the further examination of Henry Lynch’s vote.” v 

Mr. J. V. Cranford, re-called ; Examined by Mr. Wrangham. 

The Speakers Warrant, dated 1 1 June 1833, was put in and read. 

The examination was resumed. 

Mr. Wrangham, aid that if the absence of the name from the register was not admitted, 
he must request the witness to look over the register. 
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Mr. Thesiger did not admit that The Speaker’s Warrant authorized the striking out 
of the name of Henry Lynch, of the barony of Granard ; it gave merely the name of 
Henry Lynch. 

Mr. Wrangham replied, and resumed the examination. 

Mr. Thesiger objected to the witness referring to documents in his possession, which were 
not produced before the Committee. 

Examination resumed. 

Mr. Wrangham produced the Poll-book, to show that Henry Lynch, of the barony of 
Granard, voted at this election for Mr. Luke White. J 

The Poll-book was put in. 

Mr. Thesiger thought the case was complete against that vote, and he should not there- 
fore support it. 

The vote of Henry Lynch was then struck off the poll. 

Mr. Wrangham proposed to strike off the vote of James Sheridan, of Drumard, of the 
barony of Longford. 

Mr. Thesiger consented. 

The vote of James Sheridan was then struck off. 

Mr. Wrangham then proposed to strike off the vole of Michael Reynolds, of Fenclougb, 
in the barony of Abbyshrule ; and stated, that it would be for the convenience of the 
Committee that the objection which was intended to be raised to opening the register 
should then be taken. 

The affidavit as to registering a person of the name of Michael Reynolds was then put in ; 
also the entry of certificate of registry of Michael Reynolds as a voter for the county of 
Longford. 

Mr. Wrangham observed, that it appeared by the Poll-book that Michael Reynolds, of 
Fenclough, in the barony of Abbyshrule, in the county of Longford, voted as a freeholder 
of 10Z., No. 160, on the 281I1 December, the second day’s poll, for Mr. Luke White. 

Mr. Thesiger objected to Mr. Wrangham being allowed to go into the consideration of 
the qualification of any person who had duly registered under the Irish Reform Act. 

The Committee adjourned till To-morrow, at Eleven o’clock.

Mr. Wrangham was heard in answer to the objection taken by Mr. Thesiger, and 
contended, that the right which the Committee possessed of opening the registration before 
the Reform Act passed was not taken away by that Act, and that the cases referred to 
under the New Bankrupt Act did not apply, inasmuch as that Act and the Irish Reform 
Act were not analogous to each other; and in support of his argument referred to Viner’s 
Abridgment Statutes, page 525; first volume of Blackstone’s Commentaries, page 89; 
to the judgment of Lord Ashhurst and Lord Kenyon in the case of Shipham v. Henbury, 
in D urn ford and East’s Reports, page 114; to the Introduction to Serjeant Glanville’s 
book, page 41 ; to the preamble and clauses of the Grenville Act, and to the English, 
Irish and Scotch Reform Acts. 

Mr. Thesiger was part heard in reply. 

The Committee adjourned till Monday next, at Twelve o’clock.

Mr. Wrangham then proposed to strike off the poll the vote of Henry 
Lynch, being one of two votes comprised in the first class, which contains 
the names of two persons whose votes had been adjudicated upon, apd 
had been determined by a Committee of the House of Commons, on the 
trial of a petition complaining of an undue election and return for the said 
county of Longford, to be bad votes, and had been reported as such to the 
House of Commons, and whose names had been removed from the registry 
in obedience to the warrant of The Speaker, issued in pursuance of a 
resolution of the House of Commons, but who, nevertheless, voted at said 
election for the Sitting Member. 

Mr. Thesiger took a preliminary objection to gomg into that question at 
all upon these two votes, on the ground that there was no valid objection 
stated to these votes in the heading of the class, according to the pro- 
visions of the two Acts of Parliament of 42 Geo. 3, c. 106, s. 3, and the 
47 Geo. 3, c. 14, s. 4, bj' which the parties are required to state speci- 
fically the objections to the votes which they seek to invalidate. 
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Mr. Wrangham was heard in answer to the objection, and contended 
that the heading of the class was quite sufficient to give all the necessary 
information. 

Mr. Thesiger replied. 

The Committee-room was cleared ; and on Counsel and Agents beino- 
called in, they were informed by the Chairman that the Committee had 
come to the following resolution : — ? 

“ That the notice given in class No. 1. is sufficient to enable the parties 
to proceed to the further examination of Henry Lynch’s vote.”

64. Were you so at the time of the last Election Committee which sat to decide 
on the petition as to the election for that county ?

Speaker ? — I did. 

66. Have you got that warrant? — I have. 

67. Produce it, if you please? 

[The following Document was then put in, and read :]

Whereas the House of Commons have this day resolved, “ That in all cases where a 
Select Committee appointed to try the merits of an election for any county, city or borough, 
report to the House that they have altered the poll by adding or striking out the names of 
any voters on such poll, The Speaker shall issue his directions thereupon to the clerk of the 
peace, town clerk or other officer (as the case may be) with whom the register of the voters 
of such county, city or borough is deposited, to alter and amend such register by striking 
out the names of such voters as have been struck off the poll, and by adding such names as 
have been added to the poll by such Select Committee.”

Mr. Wrangham.] If my friend does not admit the absence of the name 
from the register, I must request the witness to look over the register. 

I do not admit The Speaker’s warrant authorized him to 
strike out the name of Henry Lynch, of the barony of Granard ; it gives 
merely the name of Henry Lynch. 

Mr. Wrangham.] The Speaker’s warrant directs him to strike out the 
names mentioned in the report of the Select Committee.

78. Mr. Wrangham.] I must now trouble you to look at the documents in your 
hand, and examine the register of the county, and tell me whether there is any 
other person bearing the name of Henry Lynch on the register? — There was no 
Henry Lynch at that time on the record but that one. 

79. I understand you to describe him as Henry Lynch, of Clooneen, of the 
barony of Granard? — Yes. 

Mr. Wrangham .] Now I put in the poll-book, to show that Henry 
Lynch, of the barony of Granard, voted at this election for Mr. Luke 
White. 

[The Poll-book was put in.] 

80. Have you the register of this year, the existing register ?— Yes, I have, of 
every man registered in the county.

The vote of James Sheridan was then struck oti. 

Mr. Wrangham.] The vote I now propose to strike off is the vote of 
Michael Reynolds, of Tenelough, in the barony of Abbyshrule, which is 
included in the third class, which contains the names of 242 persons who 
were permitted to vote for the Sitting Member at said election, but whose 
names ought to be struck off the poll and register ; for that the property 
in respect of which such persons respectively souglff to be registered as 
voters of said county, and were registered, and by virtue of which they 
voted at said election, was not of the nature and value prescribed by said 
Act of 2 & 3 Will IV. c.

295. Are you acquainted with the value of land in the barony of Abbyshrule ? 
— Yes, I have viewed land in the barony of Abbyshrule. 

296. Do you hold land there yourself? — I do. 

297. Are you acquainted with the farm of Michael Reynolds, at Tenelouo-h?— 
Yes, I am. 

298. Have you gone over it for the purpose of making a valuation ? — I have. 

299. When? — In last February. 

300. Did you make a careful valuation of the farm? — I have. 

301. Taking it all the way round, what do you say it is worth per acre?— 
I think upon an average from 2 1. 6s. to 21. 85. 

302. By the Committee.'] An Irish acre? — Yes, an Irish acre. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Whitesides. 

303. You say you are a farmer at present ? — Yes. 

304. How long have you been a farmer? — Eight years. 

305. When did you take your last farm, the farm you have now ? — In May 
last. 

306. From whom did you take that farm ? — It is the property of Colonel 
White. 

307. Had you a farm before you got that in last May ? — My brother and I 
had one. 

398. Had you an interest in it ? — Yes, I had ; I paid half the rent of it. 

309. How large was that, farm ? — About 40 acres. 

310. Did you follow any other business at that time except farming?— I 
'surveyed land. 

311. You held the chain while your brother surveyed ? — Certainly not. 

312. Is your brother a surveyor ? — He is. 

313. Did you serve your time to be a surveyor ? — I did. 

314. Where do you live now ? — At A . 

315. Where the farm is, you got last May? — Yes. 

316. What rent do you pay for it? — Thirty shillings. 

317. In the same county? — Yes, the same barony.° 

318. Colonel White gave it to you for 1/. 10*. per acre? — I bought the man’s 
interest who held it at the time. 

319* Who was the man whose interest you bought ? — Thomas Higgins. 

320. You bought his interest.?— Yes, I did. 

321. W'hat did you pay him for it?— Four hundred pounds. 

3 22 * What is the extent. of it? — One hundred and twenty-seven acres, three 
roods. 

3 2 3- What lease have: you got of it?— -For three lives, or 31 years, and 12 
years of the time expired. 

3 2 .4* Is that land better or worse than Reynolds’s ? — There is a good deal of it 
better than my land. 

325. Is this better or worse than the land of Reynolds ; is the land you 

purchased 
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purchased better or worse ?— I do not think it is all • I think about ten acres of 
Reynolds’s land is quite as good as mine, if not better. 

326. I ask you, taking the whole farm into consideration, on your oath, is his 
better or worse land than yours ; taking into account the entire of Reynolds’s 
farm, is it better or worse than your land ? — I think it is better. 

327. You are sure it is better? — Yes, I am; there is good and bad of mine, 
and a good deal of bottom in Reynolds’s, but some of his is very good. 

328. Are you quite sure that Reynolds’s farm is better than yours or not ? — 
I think it is fully as good, if not better. 

329. You say it is as good, if not better ; is it as good or better, now ? — I think 
of the two it is better. 

330. Then, if he pays only 1 /. 12 s.Gd. an acre for it, he has a dead bargain? — • 
I think so. 

331. And he could get 30/. or 40/. more for it? — I think he could 10/. a year 
more for it. 

332. Why do you say 10/. ?— Because I know he has sworn to a 10/. freehold, 
and I think it is worth more than 10/. a year to him. 

333. Over and above the rent? — Yes, I do. 

334. Is it worth 20/. more ? — I will not say 20/. 

335. Is it worth 15/. more than the rent ? — I think it might. 

336. Would you give that for it, according to the value of land in the county 
of Longford ? — -I would not take a small farm at all. 

337. Suppose you wanted a small farm, would you give 15/. a year more for 
it? — I think it would be worth 15/. a year more. 

338. Would you yourself give 15/. a year more for it ? — I would. 

339. State what kind of house is on your farm ? — It is a slate house. 

340. What kind of house is it on Mr. Reynolds’s farm ? — A thatched house. 

341. That makes a little difference between the value of the two farms ? — Yes. 

342. Who sent you to look at this farm, and when did you go ? — I went in 
February. 

343. Who sent you ? — I was appointed to go by the Liberal Club of the county. 

344. And you were liberal enough to go? — Yes. 

345. Were you paid any thing for your services? — No. 

346. Who went with you ? — Thomas Bracken. 

347. Is he here ? — I believe he is here. 

348. Is Mr. Wallace a member of the same Liberal Club? — I do not know. 

349. Did you agree in your valuation ? — I do not know what his valuation is 

350. You are quite sure that a person who wished for a farm of this kind would 
give 15/. more for it ? — Yes. 

351. By the Committee.] Your profession is that of a surveyor ? — Yes. 

352. And you value land, as well as survey land ? — Yes, I am a judge of land. 

353. You have told us the value of this land is from 21. 6s. to 21. 8s. an acre , 
would you, if you wanted a small farm of this description, would you give for it 
the value you put on it ? — I would. 

354. Why did you go to this particular farm ? — I went to many other farms. 

355. Where is this Liberal Club that employed you? — In the county of 
Longford. 

356. Have you been paid for your valuation? — Nothing whatever. 

357. Do you expect to be paid ? — Nothing whatever. 

358. Do you know Reynolds, the man whose farm you valued?— I do. 

359. Do you know what family he has? — Not exactly ; I do not know. 

360. Are you aware he has a family ? — I am. 

361. Is it a large family ?— I am not aware whether it is large. 

362. Have you°been to his house ? — To his door ; I did not go inside ; £ valued 
the land opposite the house, and walked across it. 

363. Did it appear to you that the dwelling was a comfortable dwelling?— 
Yes, a very comfortable one for a man in his class of life. 

364. Did the land appear in decent cultivation? — Very much so. 

365. How many fields were there?— I know there is one large field of five 
acres, I think ; I think there are three fields. 

366. You did not go over the whole of them ? — Y es, I did ; I walked over tl^em. 

367. When you went to value, were you told what rent Reynolds paid Yes, 

I was told his yearly rental. „ 
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368. Did your calculation make 10/. above that or not? — I am sure I do not 
know ; I did not calculate it. 

369. You did not calculate the gross amount of 21. 7 s. 6d. per acre? No I 

did not. 

370. Does Mr. Reynolds keep any cows? — I think he has cows; he has 
two cows. 

371. Had he any pigs?— I have not taken any account of pigs. 

372. Has he any sheep ? — No, he had a mare with a foal. 

373. Did you make the notes you are referring to at the time ? — This is a true 
copy of the notes I made at the time. 

374. Does he grow wheat on the farm ? — I know it will produce wheat. 

375. You cannot say whether there was any wheat left unthrashed on the farm ? 
— No, I cannot. 

[The Witness was then ordered to withdraw .]

376. WHAT business do you carry on ? — I am a land agent on a small scale 
and a landowner. 

377. Are you in the habit of valuing land ? — Yes. 

378. Are you acquainted with the value of land in the barony of Abbyshrule? 
—Yes. 

379. Have you any land there of your own ?— No. 

380. Do you know Reynolds’s land there; Michael Reynolds of Tenelouo-h? — 
Yes, I do. 

381. Have you been over his farm for the purpose of valuing it? — I have.

408. Are you a member of it ? — No. 

4og. Are you a member of any club there? — No. 

410. Political or otherwise? — I was. 

411. I understand you were a very active, zealous and indefatigable man that 
way ; were you not an active, zealous fellow in the union business ? — No. 

412. You were not? — No. 

413. Quite quiescent? — Quite quiet. 

414. You say you believe it is worth 50$. an acre? — I do. 

415. Do you know Cox, who has been examined here to-day ? — I do. 

416. "Were you ever over his farm? — Yes. 

417. You know his farm ? — Yes. 

418. Is this man Reynolds’s farm a better farm than Cox’s? — I do not know 
his farm ; I never was upon his farm at all. 

419. Is it not near Reynolds’s farm ? — It is within a mile. 

420. Is it not close to Reynolds’s farm ? — It is within a mile. 

421. Have you seen Cox’s farm ? — Several times. 

422. Is Reynolds’s farm a better or worse farm than Cox’s? — I have not been 
over it. 

423. Do you know any thing of Cox’s farm ? — I know where it is situated. 

424. Can you give any opinion of Cox’s farm ? — No, I cannot. 

425. Have you ever been by it? — Several times. 

426. Did you ever walk over it? — I have passed by, but not been upon the 
farm.

434. If she has any property, is it not houses in Ballymahon? — No. 

435. By the Committee .] Do you expect to be paid? — I expect to be paid for 
coming here. 

436. Do you expect to be paid for the valuation you took? — No. 

437. You expect no pay for that ? — No. 

438. You were employed by the Liberal Club at Longford ? — \ es. 

439. But do not expect to be paid for the valuation ?— No.

441. WERE you present at the registry for the county of Longford, held in 
October 1832? — I was. 

442. Do you remember Hugh Quane, of Ballycloughan, being brought up as 
a claimant? — I do. 

443. Was he objected to ? — He was. 

444. I see you have taken a note there ; did you take that note at the time ? — 

445. What quantity of land did he register out of? — Thirteen acres and a half. 

446. And how much rent did he pay? — One pound eleven shillings and four- 
pence per acre. 

447. By the Committee.'] Do you mean Irish acres ? — Yes, Irish acres. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Robinson. 

448. What was Quane registered upon ; did he produce a certificate ?— He 
produced a lease. 

449. In 1832?— Yes, in 1832. 

450. And he was then objected to? — He was. 

451. Was the objection argued? — It was.

455. Do you know the farm held by a man named Hugh Quane, of the barony 
of Moydon ? — I do. 

456. How long do you know that farm ? — I know it for many years. 

457. Did you see it lately ? — I did. 

458. Did you examine it? — I did. 

459- Will you state to the Committee what kind of farm or place it is, the 
house and lands? — The house is very indifferent; it is a poor house, with no 
appearance of comfort, quite the reverse. 

460. Is it slated ? — No, thatched. 

461. What kind of land is it, will you tell the Committee ?— Some of the land, 

a portion of it, is naturally of a good quality, but much impoverished, and in a 
poor worn-out state. ^ 

462. In what state or condition is the other part of the land? — The lower part 
of the land, the wet part which was broken, was different ; I could hardly walk 
over it ; the tenant accompanied me. 

463. The man himself went round with you ? — He did. 

464. Do you remember the exact quantity ? — I think he told me, as well as I 
can recollect, that he held about 13 acres. 

465. And what is the value, according to your judgment, of that farm ? — 
I think he pays a full value for it, and I think if he paid any thing higher it 
would be at a rack rent. 

466. What is the sum you fix on it as its value by the acre ? — From 1 1 . 1 1 f. to

467. Do you think a responsible and solvent tenant could afford to pay 10 /. a 
year for that farm over the rent? — I am sure he could not ; if he was worth 10/.

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MINUTES OF EVIDENCE BEFORE COMMITTEE 

Mr. A. Johnstone. 470. You examined it more minutely ? — Yes. 

471. What weather was it then ? — It was a wet season. 

18 April 1837. 472. The ground was wet? — Yes. 

473. Can you tell in what way this land was occupied, whether in tillage or 
meadow ? — I saw no meadow ; principally in tillage ; I know he has an acre f 
meadow, but it is a detached acre from the farm. 

474. Then this acre you did not see? — I did, but did not walk over it. 

475. Did you see that acre of meadow land? — I did. 

476. Is that in Moydon too 1 — I believe it is ; I am almost sure it is. 

477. Now, is that part of the land that was much impoverished and worn 
out ? — No. 

478. What should you say that acre was worth ? — If it was set, as we term it 
in Ireland in con-acre, it might fetch 3 /. or 4/. 

479. You say the house was very indifferent ? — Very. 

480. Were there offices attached to it? — Yes, there are a few; there are two 

I think ; very poor little hovels. * 

481. Do you know Quane? — I do. 

482. Has he any family ? — I believe he has. 

483. Do they live with him there ? — I cannot exactly say. 

484. How far do you live from him ?— I dare say nearly four miles ; between 
three or four miles. 

485. Do you know of their living any where else? — I do not. 

486. Have you any doubt that they all live with him ?— I cannot say whether 
they do or do not. 

487. Are they supported by him ?— If they live with him, of course they are. 

488. Do you know of any of his family being supported otherwise than by 

him ? — I do not. 1 

489. Do you know of his having any means of supporting them except by that 
house and farm ? — Not to my knowledge. 

490. Did you examine this farm very correctly ? — I did. 

491. You can tell us what stock there was on it, perhaps? — I did not see any. 

492. When you spoke of the land, there were 13 acres, he told you, in all, and 
you said some of the land was of a naturally good quality ? — Yes. 

493. How much ? — I should suppose between five and six acres, as nearly as 
I can guess. 

494. What would be the value of that? — I should say, taking the whole of this 

meadow, together 

495* ^ d° n °f as k you that? — On the whole, I should say, the very outside 
value I could put on it would be 1 1 5 s. an acre. 

496. I am speaking of the naturally good ? — The good and bad together. 

497. I am not asking you as to the good and bad ; I would rather have it 
separately, the five or six acres ? — I say the best part of the land, about five or six 
acres, would not be worth more than 1 /. 12 s. an acre. 

498. You think it is not worth more than 1/. 12 s. ? — No. 

499. And what would the rest be worth ? — From 1 /. to 1 /. 5 s. 

500. What do you mean by saying the average is 1 l. 12 s., when you say the 
best is 1/. 12 s. and the worst 1 /. 5 s.} — Giving him credit for his acre of 
meadow. 

501. Then his acre of meadow at 1 /. 5 s. would be worth 3 /. ?— It would. 

502. Do you know the land in the barony generally? — Yes, I have known it 
generally. 

5°3- Pray how came you to go and value; who sent you? — I was asked by 
Mr. Courtenay. 

504. Who is Mr. Courtenay ?— He is the agent of Mr. Fox. 

505. And you knew you went to value for the purpose of giving evidence?— 
I did, and I told the tenant so on the land. 

506. Did the tenant object to your seeing the farm ? — No, that man did not 
object; so far from it, he walked with me. 

•507. Eid he answer such inquiries as you made of him ?— He did. 

5°8. Did you ask him what the value was at all ?— I did. 

5°9- Wnat did he tell you ? — He said he thought he paid enough, and if he 
had to register again, he would hot do it. 

510. When was that; when you were valuing? — The day I viewed it. 

511. He 
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511. He said that at once, did he, of his own accord? — He did, without the 
slightest hesitation. 

512. What did you say to that? — I made no reply that I recollect now. 

513. Mr. IVrangham .] You thought that called for no reply, I suppose ? — 
No. 

Re-examined by Mr. Whitesides. 

514. Will you explain to the Committee what the meaning of con-acre is in 
Ireland ? — It is setting or letting a small portion by the rood, half-rood, acre or 
half-acre, for meadow, potatoes or oats. 

515. And is it the fact that the landlords, where they let land for con-acre, 
manure the land themselves ? — The landlords generally are against the system of 
letting land in that way, because it takes the manure off the ground. 

516. The Committee.] The land is manured by the landlord? — No, the 'land- 
lord has nothing to do but to receive the rent; the tenant receives the con-acre 
rent.

718. Have you any recollection on the subject? — I would not wish to speak 
from memory. 

719. Your memory is in that book ; is it all that you have told us ? — It is.

736. I ask you as to what you have said here in this Committee-room not five 
minutes ago ; can you not recollect what you told us 1 — Certainly. 

737. Did you not, five minutes ago, say you could not tell whether there were 
any witnesses called in opposition to the claim or not? — From my notes I could. 

738. You have not taken notes of what you said here ; they are taken by that 
gentleman, the short-hand writer ; I ask you what you said only five minutes 
ago, whether you have not told the Committee you could not say whether any 
body was called in opposition to the claim or notr — I said I could not do so 
without refreshing my memory from the notes.

30 MINUTES OF EVIDENCE BEFORE COMMITTEE 

Mr. G. Gardiner. 743. My question, sir, to you, is, whether you will undertake positively on your 
oath to say whether there was nobody called ? — I am confident there was not. 

18 April 1837. 744. You have not the slightest doubt in the world about it now, I dare say?— 

I have no doubt ; there was no opposition but the cross-examination of the counsel. 

745. You have now not the slightest doubt in the world there was no opposition 
except the cross-examination of the counsel, and no witnesses produced? — I have 
no doubt of it. 

746. Are you quite sure about the cross-examination of counsel ? : — I am. 

747. You have a perfectly refreshed and lively recollection of that cross-exami- 
nation ? — I am well convinced of it. 

748. Is that from the notes in your note-book here, or the tablet of your memory, 
a little higher up? — Without any note of that; it was the general practice for 
every claimant to be cross-examined. 

749. It was the general practice, and therefore you have no doubt about it?— 
No. 

750. And they were pretty severely handled sometimes, were they?— -Sometimes. 

751. Do you remember whether in this particular case, though it is five years 
ago, do you remember whether James Hennesey was subjected to a severe scrutiny 
by the cross-examining counsel? — He was cross-examined; as to the severity of 
the scrutiny I cannot say. 

752. He was cross-examined enough, I dare say? — In some cases they area 
great deal more scrutinized than in others. 

753. I take that for granted ; and therefore I ask you whether in this particu- 
lar case James Hennesey was scrutinized, as you call it, more or less than others r — 
There were some who were more, where evidence was produced against the claim. 

754. You have no recollection of this particular case, have you? — I know this 
case was not so severely scrutinized as other cases. 

755. How do you know he was objected to at all? — Why, he was under ex- 
amination as a claimant. 

756. Have you any recollection of that ? — I have. 

757. How do you know it? — When he was accounting for the non-production 
of the lease, the counsel cross-examined him very severely about it, till he brought 
forward the evidence to prove that it was executed. 

758. By the Committee .] In what capacity did you attend at. the last Longford 
election ? — As poll-clerk. 

759. Do you happen to know whether this individual, about whom we are now 
examining, voted at the previous Longford election? — I was not in the booth when 
he polled. 

760. Do you know whether this individual about whom we are talking voted 
at the previous election for Longford? — He did at the election after the Reform 
register. 

761 . Do you know whether he voted in respect of the freehold he now holds? 
— He did. 



Re-examined by Mr. Whitesides. 

762. Were those witnesses cross-examined generally on the subject of value r — 
They were. 

763. Mr. Thesiger.] What did you attend at the registration for? — For the 
purpose of collecting the acreable value of the land, and taking notes of the 
evidence. 

764. By whom were you employed ? — By a gentleman on the Conservative side, 

765. By the Committee.'] Do you recollect the form in which objections were 
made to voters ; do you recollect what occurred when on either side an objection 
was made to a voter ? — When an objection was made, generally the counsel who 
made the objection cross-examined. 

766. Do you happen to recollect in what way that was done ; did the counsel 
say, “ I object to that vote”? — Whenever a claimant came forward, the notice 
was handed to the party opposing ; the summons was served on the tenant to 
oppose, and it was handed to the party opposing the claim, and then the counsel 
proceeded. 

767. The notice having been previously served ? — Opposite the claim the notice 
is served for. 

768. What was the form observed in taking the objection ? — There was a mere

883. You are positive about that? — Yes. 

884. Why are you not so positive about the date, “ dated this blank day of 
February ?”• — I did not carry it so well in my recollection ; I have it marked in 
my due-book, which is at my hotel.

— I did not ; I told him at the time 
I came there for the purpose of valuing his land, for the purpose of giving evidence 
against him. 

— Or touching his freehold ; something 
to that effect ; I cannot recollect the exact words. 

894. That is all you said at the time; that is all you told him, you are quite 
sure ? — I had various conversations with him. 

895. Touching this land ? — It was. 

Re-examined by Mr. JVrangham. 

896. Take the notice into your liand, and read the whole of it to yourself, and 
then say whether the notice you delivered differed in any respect from that, as to 
the day on which the party was to appear; recollect yourself, and state whether 
it referred to that 11th day of April or not? — As well as I can recollect, it was an 
exact copy of that, with the exception of the direction ; there were some notices 
I served in which the day was interlined by Mr. Courtenay, but whether this was 
interlined I cannot say. 

897. Can you take on yourself to state positively that on the 14th or 15th of 
February you served a notice on the party to produce his lease, and so on, follow- 
ing the words of this notice ; again I ask you that ? — It was an exact copy of that, 
as far as I can recollect. 

898. Were the words “ the 11th day of April” in that; are you confident on 
the subject r — I am certain the lltlx of April was mentioned to me. 

899- % the Committee .] Do you say you served many notices? — I have served 
a good many. 

900. Of a similar nature, the same as that ?— Yes. 

901. And you do not happen to have any exact copy of the notice you served? 
— Not any. 

902. By Mr. Wrangham.] Have you a copy at your hotel ? — I have a copy at 
home, but not exactly a copy as to the person. 

903. Have you a copy at your hotel ? — I have. 

904. Where is that? -At my hotel, at the Golden Cross. 

905. Go and fetch it?— I will. 

[The Witness was ordered to withdraw.'] 

Mr. Wrong It am then proposed to put in the notice as evidence. 

NIr. Austin objected to the production of the notice as not being sol* 
ficiently explicit. 

Mr. Wrangham was heard in answer to the objection.

909. Have you kept that in your custody since you served the notice ? — The 
day after I got that, and I have had it in my possession ever since.

910. Is that, a copy of the notice you served on the voter? — It is. 

91 1. That paper? — Yes, this paper, with the exception I have now mentioned. 

912. Is that the paper? — It is. 

913. You abide by that answer? — I do. 

914. Is that a copy? — It is, with the exception of the name of Mr. Courtenay 
and John Ledwith. 

91 5. And you are positive the date was the 16th ? — No, I am positive it is not ; 

I got that notice the day after, and it has been in my possession ever since. 

916. Where did you get that from? — From the committee-room in Longford. 

917. Do you mean to say the notice you served on the voter was a notice like 
this I hold in my hand in all respects, excepting as to the date, excepting as to 
the name of the agent, and excepting as to the name of the voter ? — Yes, I served 
the voter on the 15th February. 

918. You served him on the 15th ; with the exception of the date of the notice, 
and the name of the agent, and the name of the voter, is this notice a copy of that 
you served ? — It is. 

919. Is this notice a copy of that you served, with the same exception? — [hand- 
ing the notice Jirst produced to the Witness. ~\ — It is not. 

920. Have not you sAvorn that that, with the exception you mentioned, was 
a copy of the notice you served on the voter? — I believe, as near as I can recol- 
lect, I did ; but I was under a mistake, because I did not look at the day. 

921. Did not my friend Mr. Wrangham call your attention to the month of 
April, and ask you whether the month of April was not in the notice ? — In my 
reply I said there were insertions made, and the day of the month was altered in 
some of them ; since I went home, I had reference to the book. 

922. Give us any further explanation which you think it requisite for your own 
character to give, as to the statement of the month of April ? — I had reference to 
my book, in which I marked the service of the notice on the party, and it is stated 
the 15th February. 

923. Where is your book r — At home. 

924. Have you looked at the book since you left the Committee-room? — 

I did. 

925. Is it at the hotel ? — It is. 

926. Did you look at the bundle of notices ? — I looked at one notice. 

927. Where are the rest? — I have no other. 

928. This is the only one remaining? — That is all. 

929. Why did you not bring the book ? — I did not think it was necessary. 

930. Is that the whole of the explanation you are prepared to give to this 
Committee of the evidence you gave before you went to your hotel ; pray do give 
any explanation you can ? — I want to hear the question. 

"931 . Is that the only explanation you propose to give to this Committee with 
respect to your former statement as to the date of the former notice ? — It is the 
only explanation I can give ; I did not exactly understand the thing ; now I have 
had reference to my book, I am positive this was a copy of the notice, and that 
I served it on the 15th. 

Re-examined by Mr. Wrangham. 

932. Do I understand you to say you was under a misapprehension, when you 
Avas examined before, as to the day to which the notice referred, and that you 
have since had an opportunity of correcting that mistake? — Yes.

Mr. Harrison stated he had an application to make to the Committee for 
their assistance, for the purpose of enabling his clients to supply some 
detect m the evidence with respect to the delivery of notices to the tenants, 
which was not owing to any fault of theirs, but from outrages in that part 
ol the country winch rendered it impossible for them to deliver them in 
the way they should have been delivered. 

Mr. Austin opposed any such application being made. 

1 he Committee intimated it as their opinion, that the application could 
not then be entertained by the Committee, but that the question as to the 
no ice wi i regai d to the vote of John Ledwith should be proceeded with. 

Mr. 
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Mr. George Gardiner, sworn. 

Examined by Mr. Wrangham. 

950. WERE you present at the time when John Ledwith, of Ballycloughan, 
came up to be registered ? — I was. 

951. Was he opposed at that time? — He was. 

952. What number of acres, and what rent per acre, did he claim to register 
out of ? — [No answer. 2 

Mr. Austin objected to this examination being proceeded with. 

Mr. Wrangham was heard in answer to the objection. 

The Committee were of opinion that Mr. Austin should proceed with his 
argument upon the insufficiency of the notice. 

Mr. Austin then proceeded with his argument. 

Mr. Wrangham was heard on the other side. 

Mr. Austin was heard in reply. 

The Committee-room was cleared ; on Counsel and Agents being called 
in, the Chairman informed them that the Committee had come to the 
following resolution : — 

“ That the notice served on John Ledwith, and the service thereof, are 
sufficient.” 

[The following Document was then handed in :] 

“ House of Commons. 

In the matter of the Petition of Lovel Edgworth anti others, electors, 
complaining of an undue election for the county of Longford : also in 
the matter of the Petition of Charles Fox, complaining of the same 
election and return.

Mr. Wrangham then called on the other party to produce the lease. 

Mr. Thesiger stated that they did not produce it. 

Mr. Wrangham then desired the evidence given by Mr. Gardiner yester- 
day to be read. 

The Short-hand Writer read the evidence. 

Mr. James R. Richardson , sworn. 

Examined by Mr. Wrangham. 

953. DO you know the farm held by one John Ledwith, of the barony of 
Moydow? — I do. 

954. You have stated already that you visited the farm? — I did. 

955. About what time was it?— On the 15th of February I went there 
specially ; I have known the farm a long time. 

956. Do you reside in that part of the country? — Ido; within two miles 
of it. 

957. State to the C ommittee what kind of farm it is which Ledwith holds ; 
what do you state that the farm is worth per acre ? — Thirty-two shillings an acre 
is a high rent for it, in my opinion. 

958. Do you think that a solvent and responsible person would give 10/. for 
it, over and above that rent ? — I think not. 

319. E4 959. Could 
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959. Could lie afford to give it ? — I think not. 

960. Is it near the farm of a man called Quane? — It adjoins it. 

961. Is that the man struck off by the Committee yesterday? — The same 
person. 

962. And paying the same rent, 82 $. ?— Yes. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Thesiger. 

963. Were you employed to value the land ? — I was requested to visit it and 
state what might be the value before this Committee, if it was necessary. ’ 

964. Have you ever been employed to value laud? — I do not understand the 
question “employed.” 

965. Have you ever been employed to value land? — I have never been 
employed. 

966. Are you in the profession of a valuer? — No, I am not. 

967. Do you hold any land yourself ? — 1 do. 

968. To any great extent? — I hold in my possession about 13 or 14 acres but 
I set land of my own. 

969. To what extent have you set land? — From 300 to 400 acres. 

970. Have you done this on your own valuation, or have you employed some 
land-agent or surveyor to value it? — At the time I set it, which was about 'l 5 
years ago, I got a person to assist me in laying out the farms, and fixing what 
might be a competent rent for each person. 

971. A land-valuer? — Not a land-valuer; a person in whose opinion I could 
place confidence, and on whose advice I could rely. 

972. You placed confidence and followed his advice in setting out your 
land ? — Yes, in the laying out of my land, with my own assistance at the time. 

973. By the advice of this gentleman, and your own assistance? — Yes; that 
is 15 or 16 years ago. 

974. When you had not had much experience, I should think? — When I was 
of age. 

975. Have you set any lands since that time, any lands of your own?— One or 
two farms only of my own. 

976. To some extent? — One farm was about 30 acres, the other was smaller. 

977. Who was it applied to you to visit this land ? — The persons employed iu 
this petition. 

978. How came they to apply to yon, not being a valuer? — Residing as a 
country gentleman, and having been residing constantly in the county of Longford 
for the last years, and having a general knowledge of the place, and being a 
land-owner myself. 

97 9. Did they give any particulars of the holding of Led with before you 
went over the land? — They did not give me any particulars of it before I went 
over the land. 

980. Did you know the rent? — I did know the rent, but not from them. 

981. They did not give it you, but still you had information of the amount of 
the rent? — 1 had information of the amount of the rent, for I was present when the 
claimant registered his vote. 

982. You attended the registration? — I did. 

983. Did you take an active part? — I was at it from the beginning to the 
end ; what suggestions I could give of what I knew, I gave them. 

984. Pray have you ever been employed to value or visit any other land for 
the party to which you are attached ? — Yes. 

985. Before this year? — At the last election petition I was asked to give 
evidence here if necessary, and 1 visited some, but I did not come over on that 
petition. 

9S6. Are those the only two occasions in which you have been a visitor of 
land, I must not say a valuer ? — Those are the only two occasions. 

087. Do you know a person of the name of Bannam? — I do ; I know a man 
of the name of Robert Bannam ; I know the name, and I know the man. 

988. Do you know whether he holds any land ? — I do know he holds land, for 
his name is on the registry ; I do not know what his land is ; I did not visit it. 
beg your pardon, I wish to correct myself; a tenant of mine is of the name of 
Bannam, who resides on part of my property ; there are two persons of that 
name, and I thought you had alluded to the first. 

989. What 
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989. What is his Christian name? — He is a very young man, and has lately got Mr. 

a farm from his uncle ; I think his name is Patrick ; it was his uncle who had the Richardson. 
farm, he died, and he inherited it. 

990. What docs he pay ? — I am happy to give you all the information 1 can, ” Apnl l337 ' 
if it is my own tenant you allude to. 

991. Can you tell me what he did actually pay?— I may be allowed to state 
I know three persons of the name of Bannam ; one is not a tenant of mine, another 
is a tenant of my mother’s, and another is a tenant of my own ; which of the three 
do you allude to ? 

992. I will take your own tenant, Patrick?— It is either 1/. 15s. or 1/. 17,?., 
as well as I can recollect. 

993. You consider this land of Ledwith’s rack-rented ?— I consider it set to the 
full value. 

994* Rack-rented, as we call it in this country ? — It is set higher than my 
lauds are set. 

995. What, higher than Bannam ’s land? — There is no comparison between 
them, and it is a good distance from it, if it is my tenant you allude to. 

996. Is there any house on this farm of Ledwith’s ? — There is. 

997. What should you say is the value of that house? — The house is in very 
bad repair as a dwelling-house; it is on the road-side. 

998. I did not ask that; I asked you what was the value of it, taking it in its 
present state ; will you be kind enough not to give me any other answer than that 
which I request of you ? — I will not undertake to state the value of the house ; 

I do not consider myself competent to do it. 

999. You do not consider yourself a competent judge to value that house? — 

Not to place a value on it, I do not. 

Re-examined by Mr. JVrangham. 

1000. Will you state to the Committee why you cannot place a value on that 
house? — Because, in its present state, it would require so much to make it com- 
fortable, that you could build a better house for the sum it would take to repair 
that, from its great length, and the straggling way it is in. 

1001. Do I understand you to say you cannot put an assignable value on it? — 

I cannot. 

1002. You have spoken about your lands; are the lands and farms you let 
yourself situate near Ledwith’s ? — No ; I dare say they are a mile and a half from 
each other, at all events. 

1003. Have you taken a valuation of the land, and what do you consider the 
highest amount of rent for any portion of the land held by Ledwith, and the least? 

— In Ledwith 's farm, between four and five acres of it is of a good description of 
ground, which might be worth from 1/. 15 s. to 1/. 16 a-. an acre, by itself; but 
there is a large quantity of it bottoms towards the lower end, for which, I think, 

11. 5s. would be a high rent. 

1004. Committee .] You are speaking of Irish acres? — Yes, of Irish acres. 

1005. Mr. Wravgham .] How much is there of that ? — I think there is five or 
six acres of that upland, and the remainder bottoms, but there is one part of that 
bottom worse than the other part ; it runs down. 

1006. Committee .] In letting farms of this description, is it the practice to fix 
a specific rent on the house, or is it usual to let the land and house together as 
part of the farm ? — It is usual to let the land and house together as part of the 
farm. 

1007. A specific value is never put on the house? — Never, for they are such 
a description of houses as not to be worth it. 

1008. In the case of your tenant Bannam, is his land better or worse than this 
land of Ledwith's? — It is better, and there is not the same mixture of bad land 
with it. 

1009. R Ledwith’s best land of the same description as your tenant’s land? — 

Indeed, I dare say they are about the same class. 

1010. You let yours at a little higher price than you put on Ledwith’s? — 

Indeed, I think not ; I think mine is 1 1. 155. or H. 17 j. 

ion. You only allow him 1/. 15.S. or l/. l6s. ? — There is a good deal of bog, 
which I give to my tenants there. 

3 1 9- F 1012, Is 
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1012. Is the house included in your tenant’s land? — The man himself has 
built a new house on it within this year and a half. 

1013. In the event of your having laud to let, which has no house on it when 
it is let, who builds the house ? — The tenant. 

1014. If that farm within two years became at liberty, would that farm be of 
more value with the house on it than it is without it ? — That would depend on 
the kind of house built ; such a house as my tenant has built would add to tin* 
value of the farm. 

1015. Is it a slated house? — No, it is not. 

1016. I think you told us before you were secretary to a farming society?— 
There is an agricultural society in the county, in which each gentleman takes a 
turn, and it became my turn to be secretary this year. 

1017. It does not imply any superiority one over another? — No. 

101 8. Are you a magistrate of the county of Longford ? — I am. 

Matthew Shaw, sworn. 

Examined by Mr. Wrangham. 

1019. DO you know this farm of Ledwith’s ? — At what place? 

1020. At Ballycloughan, in the barony of Moydow? — I do. 

1021. You know the farm, you say? — I do. 

1022. What description of farm is it ? — A small portion of the land I consider is 
good land, but not the best. 

1023. How much is there of that description? — I think, at the most, it is some- 
thing about four acres ; it may be a little more. 

1024. Of what description is the rest of the land ? — Very bad. 

1025. What sort of a thing is the house? — The house is only very middling 

1026. Now, taking this land, which is rather of a better description, though 
not the best, and the land which is very bad, and the house which is but middling, 
what is the rent per acre for the whole, which in your judgment a solvent and 
responsible tenant could fairly afford to give ? — The rent, I consider a solvent 
tenant could pay for it, at the highest, is 1 1 . 125. 

1027. If you had the setting of it, would you expect to get more than that?— 
I would be well satisfied to give it for that rent, if I could get a good tenant 
for it. 

1028. Is this farm adjoining Quane’s farm ? — It just adjoins it. 

1029. Have you known this place for many years ? — Many years ; I knew the 
father of the tenant ; I believe the father is still living; I was well acquainted 
with the father. 

1030. And have you been recently to see it, and to examine it again? — Yes, I 
went lately to see it. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Thesiger. 

1031 . Pray were you brought up as a land-valuer ? — Not immediately as a land- 
valuer, but I was often troubled on that occasion. 

1032. Then you have not been educated as a land-valuer? — No, I cannot 
say I was. 

1033. Pray do you hold any land yourself? — I do. 

1034. Who is your landlord? — I hold land of Mr. Fox ; I hold land of Mr. 
Crawford; I hold land of the estate of Sir John Pearce; and I hold land of 
Lady lloss. 

1035. Is Mr. Fox any relation of the candidate ?— He is. 

1036. What relation ? — His nephew. 

1037. And I suppose that is the reason they selected you to go and value this 
farm r — As to that I cannot say. 

1038. I dare say you can if you try ?— Whether they considered my judgment 
was good, or being a tenant, I cannot say which. 

1039. Have you had much experience in valuing before ? — I have been troubled 
on that business. 

1040. And it was a great trouble to you? — It was more trouble than profit, I 
know ; that I can say. 

1041. How often have you been troubled on that business?— I was troubled 
by the late Airs. Fox ; I had to go over the greater part of her estate, and arrange 
the rents for her tenants. 

1042. To 
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1042. To value? — Yes, to value. 

1043. Was that the only occasion you was troubled? — I was upon other 
occasions. 

1 044. Who has employed you besides the Fox family to value ? — I will not 
immediately say any one. 

1045. Did you know, before you went over this farm of Led with ’s, what rent 
he paid?— No, nor do I know it still. 

1046. You mean to tell the Committee you have not the least notion what rent 
he pays? — I mean to tell the Committee I do not know the rent. 

1047. You do not know the rent? — I do not know the rent of the farm of a 
single person that ever I went to view ; the agent was going to give me a return 
of the rents, and I told him not to give me any such thing, and I said if I went 
out I would give my own opinion. 

1048. You knew the object was to show the parties had no vote? — I did. 

1049. And it was very important, therefore, for the party for which you was 
employed to set it as low as possible? — That l should set it at the highest value 
I could put on it. 

1050. Do you not know it was very important for the party that engaged you, 
that the land should be set as low as possible ? — That I should value the land as 
low as possible, do you mean ? I do not know how to answer it. 

1051. Perhaps, if you consider a little, you may be able to do so; try again; 
just apply your mind to it ; do not you know it was to the advantage of the party 
who employed you, that the land should be set at as low a rate as possible ? — 

I cannot take it in that kind of way. 

1052. That you should value it, or it should be valued, rather, at as low a rate 
as possible ? — I will answer that, to be sure ; but I was not to consider that ; that 
was not to guide me in my valuing by any means. 

1053. That you knew before you went to value the different farms you were 
employed to value? — Yes. 

1054. Will you tell me what you consider to be a fair rent for the better part 
of the land, the four or rather more than four acres ? — I consider that those four 
acres (I think there are four, there may be a little more) may be worth 21 . an 
acre ; and I think a man holding them at 2/., if I may be allowed to say so, — a man 
holding them at 21 ., they would be of better value to him than holding the rest of 
the land to make up the rent ; but I do not look at it in that way. 

1055. What do you mean by saying it would be better value to him holding 
these at 2 1 . than holding the rest of the land r — I consider it would be better for 
the man to hold them at 21 ., than the remainder of the land to make up the 
entirety. 

1056. What entirety; the entirety of what? — To make up the whole of the 
rent; I did not calculate it in that svay to know what it would come to ; I con- 
sider the man who held it at 2 1 . would have a better bolding than supposing he 
held the rest of the land at 1 /. Supposing the four acres had reduced the bad 
land down to 1 I consider the man who held the four acres to have a better 
holding than the man who held the rest at 1/., to make up the entire rent of 
1 /. ,2 s. 

1057. What do you consider would be the value of the remainder of the land, 
putting those four acres aside? — I would hold the four acres myself to-morroiv, if 
I wanted a thing of the kind, before I would hold the remainder ; I would become 
tenant of the four acres at 2 1 . before I would become tenant of the remainder at ] l. 

1058. Do you consider the remainder is not worth 1/. an acre? — I consider 
that a very high value. 

1059. What should you consider would be a fair value for the remainder, which 
you consider would be high-rented at 1/. ? — I consider that would be a high rent. 

1060. Too high a rent? — I think it would go at I /. 

1061. Do you think it would go at more? — I am not inclined to think it w'ould. 

1062. You have spoken of the house which my friend wanted to make an 
indifferent one, but which you say is a middling one? — Yes. 

1063. What do you think would be the fair value of that house? — I do not 
recollect at all what I thought the house would be worth in value ; I did not look 
at it in that kind of way. 

1064. You know what the house is? — I do. 

1065. And you cannot tell the Committee what you consider would be a fair 

value for it? — I cannot, because I did not look at it. ■

opinion as to the value. ^ 

1071. You have given us the value of the better part, and the estimated value 
of the worst part; how did you arrive at your 32 5. an acre as an average ?— I 
looked at the entire farm, and knowing the farm heretofore perfectly, I considered 
the \l. 12.9. an acre was a full and fair value for it to be set at. ’ 

1072. . You did not strike any average or any balance between the different 
qualities of the land ? — I made no calculation to make up so much land at such a 
rate ; no such thing. 

1073. You took a general view of the whole? — Yes, just so. 

1074. An enlarged view ; comprehensive? — Yes. 

Re-examined by Mr. Wrangham. 

10 75- You have been employed before to value land? — I have. 

1076. Do I understand you to say that Mrs. Fox was your landlady?— 
She was not my landlady ; it was an estate in her own right; she asked me to 
value it. 

1077. You are a tenant of the family?—! was a tenant of her husband. 

1078. Do I understand you to state, that when she wanted the estate vaiued for 
the purpose of fixing the rent, she selected you for the purpose of putting a value 
on that estate?— She did. 

1079. You mentioned a number of people that you have held under ; how many 
acres have you held altogether ?— I hold better than 200 acres ; I hold more land 
in Westmeath than I do in Longford. 

1080. You hold 200 Irish acres, of course, I presume?— I do. 

1081. Are you frequently troubled and referred to for the purpose of setting a 
value on lands of this kind ?— I have been troubled in this way ; when neigh- 
bours have asked me to do these sort of things I have done it for them. 

1082. I think you say, that looking at this house, and the land of the better and 
the worse quality, and the quantity of each, that you are prepared to tell the Com- 
mittee that I/. 12^. per acre rent, including both descriptions of land and the 
house, was not a high rent? — That is my opinion. 

1083. And that value you put on it without any knowledge whatever, and 
having declined to be informed of the amount at which the tenant was rated? — 
Certainly I did. 

[The Witness was ordered to withdraw.] 

Andrew Johnstone, sworn. 

Examined by Mr. Wrangham. 

1084. I think you stated to the Committee that you have been over this farm 
for the purpose of taking the value ? — I did. 

1085. What is the value that you put upon this farm per acre as the rent which 
a solvent and responsible tenant could fairly afford to give for it, including the 
house, and including the whole of the farm ? — From the view I took of it, I thought 
about 33 j. would be a very high rent for it. 

1086. That is 335. per acre? — Yes, it is. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Thesiger. 

1087. Did you go alone to value?— No, I did not. 

1088. Who went with you?— Mr. Richardson. 

1089. Did you assist Mr. Richardson with your judgment ?— I did. 

1090. You 
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3090. You told him what you considered would be a fair value? — We spoke 
generally of the value and the description of the ground. 

1091. ' How much did you state the value of the best part of the land at per 
acre ? — There was only a small portion of it good land. 

1092. Why do you not answer my question ; how much did you value the best 
part of the land at per acre? — I think from 1 l. 18s. to 21. 

1093. How much was there of that?- I valued it at from 1/. to 1/. 2s. or 
1/. 3 s. per acre. 

1094. Did Mr. Richardson agree with you in your view, or differ from you ? 

I think, in general, we agreed ; sometimes he valued something higher than me, 
and sometimes I valued something higher than him. 

1095. I am speaking of this particular farm ; did you agree in the particulars of 
value with regard to this farm?— No; I set Is. an acre higher than Mr. 
Richardson. 

1096. In what part of the farm? — On the whole. 

1097. In the particulars of your valuation, the details of the valuation, taking, 
for instance, that there was from four and five acres worth from 1 1. 18s. to 21., 
did Mr. Richardson agree with you in that? — I do not exactly recollect with 
regard to the division. 

1098. Pay attention to the question, and remember you are on your oath ; I 
ask you whether Mr. Richardson did or not agree with you in that part of 
your valuation ?

THE names of the Members were called over ; all present. 

Mr. Thesiger suggested, that, with a view of expediting the proceedings 
and saving time, the Committee should decide upon the validity of the 
votes upon the evidence produced before them, without hearino- the ar- 
guments of Counsel. 

Mr. Wrangham acceded to the proposition.

1258. Were there any shouts or noise raised against you ? — There was. 

1259. What was it? — He told me to begone off his land; what brought me 
there? 

1260. Was there any thing else said to you? — Yes. 

1261. What was that? — He called me a Tory, and told me to begone off the 
place. 

1262. Did he say any thing else to you? — He said, if I would not go, he 
would make me go. 

1263. I suppose you did go? — I did. 

1264. Were you prevented serving any notices ? — I was. 

1265. In any other part of the county ? — I was. 

12 66. Was that about the same time? — It was not. 

1267. After or before ? — After. 

1 268. In what part of the county ? — -The barony of Ardagh. 

1269. By Mr. Austin.'] In what barony did old M ‘Glynn live? — Longford. 

1270. By Mr. Whitesides.] Now you are speaking of the barony of Ardagh? 
— Yes. 

1271. Who interrupted you there? — I was interrupted at a place called Cart- 
nerwall. 

J 272. Were you trying to serve notices there ? — I was. 

1273. Were you interrupted there? — I was. 

1274. Will you state by what persons? — I will. 

1275. Were you going to serve a notice at that place? — I was going to serve a 
notice on Tom Hopkins. 

1276. He is a voter, is he ? — He is. 

1277. Did you see Hopkins? — No. 

1278. What was done to you at Tom Hopkins’s house?— When I went up to 
the door to serve the notice, there was a girl in the garden, and she shouted to 
them to shut the door against me, and when I went up to the door, the door was 
slapped in my face by another girl. 

1279. Did you try to get in?— She would not let me in. 

1280. Was there any thing said to you by any body there? — Yes, after I had 
put the notice through the window, through a pane that was broken in it. 

1281. What did they shout ? — They shouted “mad dog !” after me, and sent 
the dogs after me. 

1282. Who did this?— The servants about the house, and the people of Tom 
Hopkins. 

1283. Did you make off? — I did. 

1284. Did you try to serve notices in other places ? — I did. 

1285. Where? — A place called Carrickmoor, in the barony of Longford. 

1286. What happened to you there? — I had to withdraw from the place; the 
parties followed me. 

1 287. By Mr. Austin.] Who was the voter ? — A man of the name of Arthur Reed. 

1288. By Mr. Whitesides.] You say you were forced to withdraw, by the party 
following you ? — I was. 

1 289. Following you to do what? — I could not see; I did not wait for them. 

1290. How many were there in that party? — I suppose between 50 and 60 . 

1291. What was their demeanour? — I do not know what their demeanour was ; 
they shouted to me to stand, and I ran away. 

1292. Did they say any thing to you ? — Yes. 

1293. What?— They asked me to wait, and asked me if I had any thing for 
them. 

1 294. There were 40 or 50 men running after you at the same time ? — Not 40 or 
50 , but about 20 , after me. 

1295. Were you able to effect the service of the notices at that place ? — Not at 
that time. 

1296. Were you in fear of bodily harm happening to you, if you had attempted 
to serve the notices ? — I was in bodily fear of my life, and I went to a magistrate 
and made application to him at the time. 

1297. You were in bodily fear in attempting to serve the notice? — I was. 

1 298. You did not succeed in serving it ? — Not on that day. 

319. a 2 1299- Was 
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1299. Was there any other part of the county you went to serve notices in?— I 
did in different parts, but I was not abused. 

1300. Did the treatment you received prevent you serving any of those 
notices ? — 



Mr. Austin objected to the question. 

1301. Mr. Whitesides .] When did you stop serving notices ?— On the 8th of 
April I dropped serving them. 

1302. Would you, without assistance, undertake to serve notices on tenants 
to produce their leases in the county of Longford, in respect of this election 
petition ?• — 

Mr. Austin objected to the question. 

Mr. Wrangham was heard in answer to the objection. 

The Committee were of opinion that the question could not be put. 



Cross-examined by Mr. Austin. 

1303. Why do you refer to this book, Mr. Morrison? — To keep me in memory 
of the day I was out, and the person I served, and how I served him. 

1 304. You have got no minute of any outrage in the case of old M'Glynn?— I 
kept it in my mind. 

1305. Mr. Whitesides.] Do you know a man of the name of Armstrong, who was 
employed to serve notices ? — I do. 

1 306. Do you know where he is ? — I believe he is in Ireland. 

1307. Mr. Austin .] All that you kept in your mind? — Certainly. 

1308. I understand that old M'Glynn abused you ? — He did. 

1309. Did he remind you of any circumstance that might have taken place in 
the former part of your life ? — No. 

1310. He did not ? — No. 

1311. Then his abuse was not of that description ? — No. 

1312. Whatever the abuse was, you succeeded in serving him with the notice?— 
Yes, I did. 

1313. And you was not knocked down? — No, nor struck. 

1314. That is old M ‘Glynn? — Yes. 

1315. Now, find one in your book, Tom Hopkins? — Here it is — [pointing it 
out.] 

1316. Did you write this yourself? — I did. 

1317. “Thomas Hopkins, 5th April;” is this a correct account of the trans- 
action? — It is. 

1318. “Served his house, servants; the shout riz, ‘mad dog! Tory, Tory!’” 
is that so ? — Certainly. 

1319. You say, “ Tory” they called you? — Yes. 

1320. Did they bellow it loud ? — Yes. 

1321. Did that not annoy you very much to be called a Tory ? — It did not. 

1322. Did it put you in peril of your life to be called a Tory ? — They set the 
dogs after me. 

1323. What sort of dogs ? — A mastiff dog and a small dog. 

1324. Did they tear the calf of your leg? — They did not; they came very 
near me, and I got up into a car, and they were very near getting upon 
the car. 

1325. You popped that notice in, did you ? — Yes, I did. 

1326. Those two, therefore, I see you have put down as being served?— 
Yes. 

1327. Now, find me Arthur Reed, will you?- I will; here it is — [pointing 

out.] 

1328. I see against Arthur Reed, “8th April,” you have put down “served 
personally”? — I did. 

1329. Do you mean to say you did serve him ? — I did on the 8th April. 

1330. Is that so? — It is. 

3 33 1 * Is that the man where you said you saw I do not how many people 
who called on you to stop, and you ran away ? — That was two days after. 

1332. Then two days after you served him personally? — I did serve him m 
the morning at six o’clock.

1 333* When did you begin to serve in the county of Longford? — From the 
30th February to the 8th of April. 

1334. Did you go on serving every day till the 8th April ?— No, I did not. 

1335- When did you discontinue?— I will show you from the book ; I quit 
serving on the 17th February. 

1336. When did you begin to serve again?- -The 1st April. 

1 337* That was when the first election petition was superseded, and vou 
began again on the 1st April, and continued till the 8th ? —I did. 

1338. How many people might you serve in the course of that timer— I should 
think beyond 25. 

1339. Pray, are you known in the county of Longford?— I am known very 
well. 

1340. Do you believe that that voter, old M'Glynn, as you call him, knew 
you ? — He did, he was a neighbour of my own. 

1341. Did Hopkins know you ? — Hopkins was not there at the house. 

1342. Did Hopkins know you? — I do not think he did. 

1343. Did the two girls know you ? — I do not think they did. 

1344. Did Arthur Reed know you? — He did know me well. 

1345. You believe Hopkins did know you, and old M'Glynn certainly did? — 
Yes. 

1346. Did they know you had been dismissed from the police? — I do not 
doubt M'Glynn knew it. 

1 347. Do you mean to say you doubt that any person who had the happiness 
of knowing you in the county of Longford did know you was dismissed from the 
police ? — I was dismissed from it, but I was offered the situation afterwards, and 
I would not take it. 

1348. Did not they know that you had been dismissed from the police? — 
I dare say some of them did. 

1349. Did not all the neighbourhood know it? — It was known in some places. 

1350. Were not you dismissed from the police for some awkward offence, and 
if so, what was it ? — I do not know whether it was or not. 

135*- What was it? — I cannot say, but I was offered the situation afterwards 
in the police, and I would not take it. 

1352. You refused it with indignation? — I refused it.

1359. Were you never informed by the police what you were dismissed for? — 
I was. 

1360. Was you ever tried in a court of justice ? — Yes, I was. 

1 361. As a criminal ? — As a criminal I was. 

1362. Pray, sir, what were you tried for? — For being attacked on my duty, and 
firing at a mob. 

1363. It was in consequence of your conduct on that occasion that you was 
dismissed from the police, was it not ? — I do not think it was. 

1364. What did they tell you you was dismissed for? — It was not for that. 

1365- What was it? — I cannot say. 

1366. Do you mean to say you will swear you do not know what you was dis- 
missed for ? — I do not know. 

1 367. You say you were told what it was you were dismissed for, but you cannot 
tell me what it was ? — I do not know ; I cannot answer what I was dismissed for ; 
but after I was tried and acquitted by the jury, I was offered my situation back 
again, and I refused it. 

1368. When was you dismissed from the police ? — About last March four years, 
about that time. 

1369. Was that the time when you fired at the mob?— I fired at them before 
that.

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William Morrison. 1 370. Were you not dismissed immediately after you fired at the mob, or shortl 

after: — I was not. ’ ^ 

21 April 1837. 1371 ■ How long after ? — From before Christmas to March. 

1372. When did you fire at them, at Christmas or before Christmas r—Befor 
Christmas. 

1373. When was you tried? — At the assizes afterwards. 

1374. In what month were those assizes? — I believe they were in March. 

1375. And after you was tried in March, you was dismissed from the police? 
— I was dismissed before that. 

1376. How long before? — A few days. 

1377. Was it not known to all your acquaintances in the county of Longford 
that you had been tried for firing at a mob ? — Of course it was. 

1378. Do not you believe this man knew you had been tried for firing at the 
mob; I am speaking of the three persons, Hopkins, Reed and old M ‘Glynn?— I 
do not doubt but that they did. 

1379. Was it not unfortunately the case, that when you fired at the mob, some 
person was killed by that act of yours ? — There was. 

1380. And that you believe was known to these people ? — I believe it was. 

1381. At the time when you came to serve election notices on them?— They 
knew it before. 

1 382. You have told us you were employed on behalf of Mr. Fox, who paid you, 
for instance ? — I was paid nothing for it. 

1383. Who hired you ? — I was not hired at all. 

1384. Who engaged you? — A gentleman not far off. 

1385. What is his name? — Mr. Courtenay sent me. 

1386. A gentleman at Longford, was it? — Yes. 

1387. Did that gentleman know you had shot at a man in some attack or other, 
and killed him ? — 1 have no doubt that he did.

1396- Why did you not serve them ? — One I made a mistake in, and lost it. 

1 397- But had you any number of notices given to you to serve, which, in 
consequence of the difficulty you met with, you did not serve ? — No ; I served them 
all, all I got. 

1 398. You was notdeterred by the difficultiesyou met with from serving any other? 

I was done all but three or four notices, when I was attacked at Reed’s place. 

1 399 i Ihen I understand you to say you served all the notices which you was 
ordered by Mr. Fox’s agent to serve ?— I did, all but one. 

1400. All but one which you lost? — Yes. 

1401. I think you said that you served that notice two days after, which you 
had been prevented from doing by the 50 men following you ? — I did 5 I met him 
m the morning, and served it on him at six o’clock. 

Before that 17th February did you serve a good many notices? — I did ; 
33 before that. 

1403. Had you any difficulty in serving those notices? — Only one of the 33. 

1404. And 
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, T 1 4°4- And pray what was that difficulty ; what was his name ?— That was old 
M'Glynn. 

'4<>5- ^ ere , were ^ree cases of difficulty ; one out of the 32, and two out of 
the 25 ? — 1 hat is the case. 

1406. Then you served 33 on the first occasion, and 25 on the other Yes 

I did. ' ’ 

1407. Out of the 33 and 25 you had only one case where you was not able or 
where you thought it dangerous to serve the notice ?— Only one. 

1408. You served all but that one ? — Yes. 

1409. Out of the 33 and 25 you served all but one?— Yes ; there may be two 
or three more, there may be a few more than the 25. 

1410. That is not what I asked you ; out of the 32 notices which you served on 
the first occasion, and the 25 on the other, how many notices were there that 
you did not serve, that you was unable to serve?— None but the one I lost 

1411. You served the whole?— Yes, I served the whole of them. 

[The Witness was ordered to withdraw.] 



Robert Cox, sworn. 

Examined by Mr. Wrangham. 

1412. DO you remember going to value several farms in the barony of Abbv- 

shruler — Yes. J 

1413. When was that?— On the 14th of February. 

1414. Amongst others, did you go to value the farm of a voter of the name of 
Matthias M'Cormick? — I did. 

1415. Was any body with you at the time you were so going?— Matthew Shaw 
and a man of the name of William Plant. 

1416. Now, had you with you any notices to produce documents, one of which 
was to be served on that voter M'Cormick ? — Yes. 

1417. Which of you had the notice on his person ?— Shaw. 

1418. You were with him and a person of the name of Plant?— Yes. 

1419. Did you go on the farm of M'Cormick? — Yes. 

1420. Did you or any of you attempt to serve that notice on the voter?— Shaw 
put out the notice to serve it on M'Cormick. 

1421. State what took place on Shaw’s producing the notice to the voter 
M'Cormick? — There were four men, who were armed with two spades, a pitch- 
fork and a shovel. 

1422. That you saw ? — Yes. 

1423. Go on and tell us what they did with the spades, the pitchfork and the 
shovel ? — They ordered us off the land ; the moment they did that, I called on the 
father, who was an elderly man ; I cannot say whether he was the father ; I called 
on Matthias M'Cormick, and requested that he would keep the people back ; that 
if we had acted wrong the law was open to them, and not to take the law in their 
own hand and ill-treat us ; the man with the pitchfork came up to Plant, and 
struck him with it across his head, and broke the stick on his head. 

1424. The Committee.] Plant, I presume, accompanied you? — He did. 

1425. What do you mean by the stick ; do you mean the wooden handle of the 
pitchfork? — Yes ; he kept the iron in his hand, and struck him across the head 
with it; at the same moment another man came up with a spade, and struck him 
across the arm, and Plant nearly came to the ground, but did not fall immediately; 
and Plant ran away. 

1426. By Mr. Wranghatn.] Tell us what else took place? — The man with the 
spade came up to Shaw. 

1427. By the Committee.] What was the name of the man who was struck with 
the spade? — Plant was struck with the spade. 

1428. By Mr. TVrangham.] You say you were with Shaw? — Yes, the man with 
the spade came up, and asked Shaw what brought him there ; and he gave him a 
thrust, or rather a punch, with the spade in the back ; then the man with the 
pitchfork turned on me, and he asked me what brought me there ; and l said, 
“ Boys, don’t ill-treat us ; if we are trespassers, we will go off quietly, but don’t 
take the law in your own hands.” The other man with the spade came and struck 
me on the breast with the iron of the spade. At that time they were shouting 

3 1 9 * g 4 “mad 
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“ mad dog !” and the country rose up, and came running out with their coats off 
crying “ mad dog, mad dog !” 

1429. You mean by the country the country people ? — Yes. 

1430. Is “ mad dog ” an ordinary cry for the assembling of the populace?— I 
consider so. I considered that I was to be killed on the spot, or else to make the 
best of my way off. I took out a case of pistols I had with me, and I was forced 
to go backward off the land, and put the pistols to one and the other to keep 
them off from me ; and in that way I got off, or else I think we should have lost 
our lives. 

1431. Did you think it was necessary for you, to preserve your lives, to pro- 
duce weapons of defence ? — I should not have taken out pistols, if I was not hard 
run and in danger of my life ; I considered that we should all be killed on the spot. 

1432. Was the demeanour of the persons who assaulted you of such a nature 
as to put you in bodily fear of your life? — Certainly. 

1433. Were you prevented serving the notice by this violence? — Certainly; if 
we had served the notice, we should not have left the place with our lives. 

1434-5. I understand the circumstances to be these : Shaw, the man with you, 
was in the act of tendering the notice ; he had a paper in his hand, which he was 
going to serve on M'Cormick at the time the people came on with these unlawful 
weapons ; have you ever since that time succeeded in serving a notice on M'Cor- 
mick? — I never applied. 

1436. So far as you know, has any notice ever been served on him ?— I do not 
know whether there was or not, for I did not go to the land any more. 

1437. You say you never applied ; why did you not apply again? — Because 
I would not venture my life in it. 

1438. Then was the reason why you never repeated the attempt to serve the 
notice on the voter, that you believed your life was in danger if you made the 
attempt ? — I am sure it would. 

1439. At this moment would you attempt to serve the notice on this voter 
without assistance ? — I would not. 

1440. By the Committee.] Were you the notice-server yourself, or did you only 
go to value ? — Shaw and I went to value, and with the intention of serving notices. 

1441. You went to value and serve notices at the same time ? — Yes, 

1442. Why did you undertake a double duty at the same time ?— Shaw brought 
the notices with him to my house, and he said we would serve the notices as we 
went on ; he brought them to serve ; I know no more about it. 

1 443. Pray did you leave that notice ; was it actually served ; was it left either 
with the man or on the land, or close to it? — Not at all, we were in dread to 
leave it. 

1444. By Mr. Wrang/iam] You have stated that the assault was committed, 
and a great part of it committed, on Plant ? — Yes, first it was. 

1445. And that he was driven off ; he ran for his life? — He did run. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Austin. 

1446. How many of you went together to this man’s land? — Three. 

1447. When did you begin to value ? — The 14th. 

1448. When did you first of all begin to value, for the purpose of giving evi- 
dence here ? — I valued a farm of M'Cormick’s previous to the 14th, but that was 
with another man, in company with Shaw ; we commenced on the 14th. 

1 449- 1 want to know how long you were engaged in this occupation, how many 
days, when did you begin, and when did you leave off? — We began on the 14th 
February. 

1450. When did you leave off? — I really do not know, I cannot recollect the 
day. 

1 45 1 ■ Y ou have not got a memorandum-book ? — I have, but I suppose it was 
about four or five days we were out. 

1452. What was the district you were appointed to value? — Abbyshrule. 

1 453. No other district than that ? — A few cases in another. 

1454. Principally that district? — Yes. 

1 455- Were you engaged all those five days?— Part of the day I was; I did 
not do much that day ; I went to complain to the magistrates on account of an 
attack made on me that day, and I did not do any thins after on that day. 

,456. Was 
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1456. Was this the first day you began valuing ?— With Shaw it was. 

H 57 • Never mind Shaw ; throw him overboard'?- 1 valued one farm previously. 

145S. The second was in company with Shaw? — Yes. 

1459. Whose farm did you value previously ?— James M‘Cormick’s. 

1460. What was the other name?— M‘Cormick, who was tried here the other 
day. 

1461. You had valued James M‘Cormick’s farm before?— Yes. 

1462. On what day did you value James M‘Corraick’s land?— It was about 
two or three days previous to the 14th. 

1463. When you valued that farm, did you go alone or in company?— I had a 
man of the name of Morgan with me. 

1464. Did you find James M'Cormick at home ?— We did not look for him, for 
we had no notice to leave. 

1465. Did you go on his land ?— We did. 

1466. Did you ask permission ?— No. 

1467. You went on his land and valued it? — Yes. 

1468. Did you see any body on it, or did any body see you there ? — We saw 
different people ; I did not go to let him know it. 

1469. Did you meet with any resistance there ? — No. 

1470. I suppose they did not see your pistols sticking out of your pocket? 
— They were not sticking out. 

1471. Did they see your pistols when you valued James M'Cormick’s property ? 
— No, they did not ; there was no attack upon me then. 

1472. At that time they did not see your pistols?— No; this is James 
M'Cormick, the other was Matthias M'Cormick ; at that time they did not see my 
pistols. 

1473. You met with no interruption in valuing that land ? — No. 

1474. We will pass over the day when you tried to value Matthias M'Cormick’s 
land ; when was the next attempt of yours ? — On the 14th. 

1475. That was after you tried Matthias M'Cormick’s ? — No, it was in the 
act. 

1476. Whom did you try to value next ? — We did not do more that day. 

1477. Whom did you try to value next; never mind the day ? — I think a man 
of the name of Kearney. 

1478. Did you go alone, or in company ? — With Shaw. 

1479. you value his land ? — Yes. 

3 480. Did you see Kearney ? — No. 

1481. Did you see any body on his land ? — No. 

1482. Did you ask for leave? — No, I did not; I would rather go unknown to do 
it if 1 could, lest I should be attacked. 

1483. You were not attacked there? — No. 

1484. Did you find any difficulty there? — No. 

1485. Not the least? — No. 

1486. Who w r as the next person? — A man of the name of Millivhill. 

1487. Were you attacked there? — No. 

1488. Did you ask leave to go on his property ? — No. 

1489. Did you see him? — 1 did not, because he was ploughing. I understood 
the man whose land I went to value was dead, and it had come into his son’s 
hands. 

1490. Did you value land after that? — I did. 

1491. Did you serve any notices after that ? — No, nor did I attempt it. 

3492. Did I understand you to say, that in any of these instances you asked 
leave to value the land? — No. 

1493. Did you succeed in valuing the land in all, excepting Matthias 
M'Cormick’sland? — I valued Matthias M'Cormick’s land. 

1494. Did you value the land in all the cases ? — Yes, there were two cases where 
I could not get on the land ; I was beat off by a party rising out on me, and I was 
forced to go off the land. 

1495. Did you attempt to serve notices there ? — I did not. 

1496. The Committee .] Who were they ? — Men of the name of Nolan and 
Jordan. 

1497. Mr. Austin.'] I think you said you valued Matthias M'Cormick’s land ? — 
Yes. 

1498. Did you value it in company with Shaw and Plant 1 — Yes. 

319. h 14P9- 
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1499. Did you all three go together ?— Yes. 

1500. Did you go at once on the land? — Certainly; we could not get to the 

house without going on the land first. 

1501 . Did you at once go to the land ? — No, we looked on the land first, and then 
came to serve the notices. 

1502. You valued the land without leave, and then came to serve the notices • is 
that so ? — That is so, certainly. 

1503. Were your pistols in your pocket at the time you went on without leave 
to value these men’s lands ? — They were. 

1504. Loaded? — Yes. 

1 505. With shot or with ball ? — One loaded with ball, and the other with swan- 
drops. 

1 506. What are swan-drops ? — Rather larger than duck-shot. 

1507. Are they a fatal ball ? — I think they are. 

1508. If you fired them into a man’s bosom perhaps he would die ? — I think he 
might. 

1509. At this time you had only valued the land of James M'Cormick ?-— 1 The 
way I would state the case. 

1510. Be so good as just to answer my question ; at the time you went with these 
people on Matthias M'Cormick’s land, had you valued any other than James 
M'Cormick’s ? — Yes. 

1511.. Who ? — A man of the name of Farrell. 

1512. Then you were not correct in saying you had only valued James M'Cor- 
mick’s ? — That was previous to Shaw’s coming with me. 

1513. That was the first time you went to value with Shaw ?— Yes. 

1514. Had Shaw any pistols in his pocket? — I think not. 

1515. Had he any arms ? — I think not. 

1516. Had Morgan any ? — Morgan was not with us ; it was Plant. 

1517. Had Plant any ? — He had not. 

1518. Had you been in the habit of valuing property with pistols in your 
pocket before? — I was in the habit of carrying pistols in my pocket for my own 
preservation. 

1519. And loaded too ?■ — Certainly. 

1 520. Pray what is your business ? — I was acting agent for a gentleman, and I 
was waylaid in the year 1819, and was fired at, and my father was shot in the arm, 
and the man that was with us was shot in the head, and I carried always arms for 
my own protection. 

1521. Do I understand you to say you was subject to some dislike in the neigh- 
bourhood ? — I had 470/. in my pocket, and they thought to rob me of it. 

1522. It was not from any personal dislike or personal motives ? — I think not. 

1523. Do I understand you to say you have carried arms in your pocket 
ever since as a protection against robbery ? — I carry arms always with me as a 
protection. 

1524. Then you carried them with you on account of your money, to protect 
you against robbery? — Yes, and for the protection of my life. 

1525. I want to hear from you an explanation of the reason of your gom| 
armed with pistols ; you tell me the reason was, you was attacked in 1819?-— I 
was. 

1526. And it was an attack by certain persons who were attempting to rob you. 
— I think they wanted to get my money and to kill me. 

1527. To kill you and get the money? — I do not know. 

1528. I want to know whether you were, or not, a person subject to personal 
dislike in that neighbourhood ? — Part of the time I was ; I went into the place 
to protect property for Counsellor Ford. 

1529. When was that? — It commenced in the year 1815; there had been 
another man displaced out of the situation, and I was attacked in every direction 
I went. 

1530. Was this in the county of Longford? — In the county of Westmeath. 

1531. I want to know what your reason is for constantly carrying pistols about 
you? — I carried them for the protection of myself. 

1532. Is it from an apprehension of robbery or not? — Lest they do me injury; 
they have destroyed cattle of mine. 

J 53 3- I want to know whether it is for fear of robbery you carry pistols, or 
- whether 
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whether it is that you are a person for some reason or other subject to General 
dislike ? — I think a little of both. 

1534. You are a person subject to some dislike? — Yes. 

1535- Was this known at the time you were employed to value land j did the 
parties who employed you to value it know you carried pistols about you ? — I 
cannot say. 

1436. Did you inform them that yon carried pistols about you ’—No, I did not. 

1437. But you did carry pistols about you on all these occasions? —I did. 

143S. When you valued the land of Matthias M‘Cormick, did Shaw and Plant 

take any part in it? — Shaw did. 

1539. Who was the regular notice-server, Shaw, Plant, or you?— Shaw carried 
the papers to serve. 

1540. You and Shaw looked over the property, and what did Plant do? — He 
walked with us. 

1541. How long were you occupied iu valuing the land ? — I suppose we were 
about three quarters of an hour on the land before we were attacked. 

1.542. Had you finished your valuation? — We had ; we had walked round the 
land and finished our valuation, and had come up to the house to inspect the house, 
to see what condition it was in, and to serve the notice. 

1543- Had you seen anybody on the land during this time ? — Not anybody we 
met, but one man was outside the ditch, and he ran up to M'Cormick before us. 

1544- Did you rap at the door? — The door was open. 

1545- Did you go in ? — We did not. 

1546. Who produced the notice? — Shaw. 

1 547* To whom did he offer it? — He had it in his hand, and was going to hand 
it to Matthias M'Cormick in the door-way. 

1548. Was Matthias M ‘Connie k standing in the door-way ? — He was stationed 
outside the door. 

1549. How long had he been standing there? — We called him out; we asked 
if he was there, and they said “ Yes,” and he came out to us. 

1550. Then you tendered him this notice? — Shaw did. 

1551. During the valuing of the land you met with no interruption ? — No ; we 
met with no one to interrupt us. 

1552. Did you leave the notice, or did you bring it off with you ? — We did not 
leave it, but brought it with us. 

1553* Did you pull out your pistols on the land ? — No. 

155 4- Where did you pull out your pistols? — Not till I was struck, and the 
other man was struck. 

1555 . Where was it? — I think about 30 perches above the house, going on 
towards the road to quit the land. 

1556. At that time you saw PlaDt had been struck twice? — Yes, twice. 

1557. He had been struck with the handle of the pitchfork? — Yes. 

1558. They did not present the sharp end of the pitchfork to him, but struck 
him with the handle ? — Yes. 

1559. And with the handle of the spade too ? — No; with the iron part of the 
spade ; they struck him across the arm. 

1560. Did he go off with you, Plant? — He went faster than I did, for he ran 
as fast as he could. 

1561. He was not knocked down? — No, I saw the bruise; he took off his coat 
and showed me where he was struck on the arm, and he was hardly able to hold 
up his hand to his head. 

1562. There was a contusion and an extravasation of blood ? — I cannot say. 

1563. Has he been disabled, or is his arm still in use to serve another notice, 
or draw another trigger ? — I have seen him since. 

1564. His arm was as well as ever? — I suppose it is. 

1565. To whom was that shove or poke directed, was it to you ? — Shaw got the 
shove. 

1,566. In what part of his person was the shove applied ? — Iu the middle of 
his back. 

1567. Not lower r — Not lower. 

1.568. With which end of the pitchfork was it applied ? — The iron part. 

1569. Was he killed? — No. 

1570. Did they kill him ?— No. 

1571. Did it hurt him ? — I cannot say.

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1572. Did it appear to hurt him; do you mean to say it was a blow of the 
least importance ? — It was a punch. 

1573. Was this after the blow with the pitchfork ? — Yes. 

1574. And after the other blows? — Yes, it was. 

1575. The punch was given him by the same man? — The same man who 
struck Plant struck him. 

■ 1576. Did Shaw apply a plaster to his back ? — I cannot say. 

1 577. Was not the blow applied to Shaw, which you call a shove ; was it any 
thing else than applying the spade to his back and shoving him on ? — It was 
taking it in the two hands and thrusting him in the back. 

1578. You saw him after the punch had been applied; did it appear to hurt 
him ? — He was not much hurt ; I think not. 

1579. Was he hurt at all ? — I cannot say. 

1580. Do you believe it from the appearance of it ? — I consider a man getting 
a punch in the loins from a spade, cannot but be hurt. 

1581. I want to know how long after this it was you held out. your pistols, 
the one loaded with ball, the other with swan-shot ?— Not till I was struck twice 
myself. 

1582. Where was that? — The first I got was a punch in the shoulder, and a 
blow in the breast, which hurt me very much, and I was affected for a month 
after, which prevented me from drawing my breath, and I could hardly turn in 
my bed. 

1583. Was that the time when you drew out your pistols? — It was after I 
got that. 

1584. And then you went off ?— 1 did. 

1585. After this punch you got, which prevented you drawing your breath, 
you valued somebody else’s property? — No. 

1586. Not at all ? — Not on that day. 

1587. You say you could not draw your breath for a month? — I could hardly 
turn in my bed for a month. 

1588. But perhaps you were enabled to value land after that? — I did value 
land after that. 

1589. Whose land? — Different people. 

1590. With the pistols in your pocket? — Yes. 

1591. Loaded also with ball and swan-shot? — The same lead is in still. 

1592. Had you notices with you then? — We gave up the notices, and would 
not serve them ; we were in dread to serve them. 

Examined by the Committee. 

1593. You mean to say it was serving the notice, and not valuing the land, 
that gave the offence ? — We considered we could value the land, but the moment 
we left a notice, we considered the notice would go round, and the country would 
rise out on us. 

1594. But you think it was the serving of the notice, and not the valuing the 
land, which gave that offence which caused the country to rise ? — We could value 
the land without apprising the country we were valuing land ; the people would not 
know we were on the land, and we could value it. 

1595 - The people would not know what you were about? — They would not, 
but on leaving the notice, and on their reading the notice, they would know what 
it was ; and my opinion and Shaw’s opinion was, that this would go round, and the 
country would rise out on us. 

1596. Serving the notice was that which you thought the dangerous part of 
your calling? — Certainly so. 

Re-examined by Mr. IVrangham. 

1597. My friend asked you what was the reason why you carried loaded pistols, 
and you stated it was for your protection against robbery and against any attack 
on you, owing to a personal dislike existing ? — Yes. 

1598. I ask you what was the cause of that personal dislike which you believe 
to have existed against you ?— The only thing, I consider, was replacing another 
man in his situation in doing business with Counsellor Ford. 

1599. Do you mean to state to the Committee you believed your life was m 
danger, and you was obliged to carry arms about you for your own protection, 

because

because you liad taken a situation, and had incurred the public dislike for taking 
the place of another person ? — Certainly. 

1600. Was it after this that this attack was made on you and your father, when 
one man was shot through the head and your father through the arm?— It was. 

i6gi. And did that appear to you to be a sufficient ground for rendering it 
very advisable that you should have arms on your person for your own protection? 
— Yes, I was advised to carry arms. 

1602. I think you told the Committee you gave up serving notices from the 
time this attack was made upon you ? — Certainly, I would not serve them. 

Examined by the Committee. 

1603. Do you happen to recollect how many notices you served? — Not one of 
them, none at all ; the first one we commenced to serve we were attacked on. 

1604. I distinctly understand you to say, you never attempted to serve more 
than one notice? — No more, and then we were attacked on that first notice, 

1605. And not being able to serve that notice, you did not attempt to serve any 
other? — No. 

1606. For fear of the consequences? — Certainly. 

1607. How many notices were given you to serve? — I think about 26 . 

1608. Can you tell me the names of any of those persons on whom the notices 
were to be served ? — I cannot recollect them. 

1609. I did not ask you the whole, but I ask you of some ? — There was Matthias 
M'Cormick, Nolan, Farrell and Jordan. 

1610. What became of those notices after you gave up the attempt to serve 
them? — Shaw brought them from me and out of my company; I do not know 
what became of them. 

1611. You gave them to Shaw? — Shaw brought them with him. 

[The Witness was ordered to withdraw .]

Examined by Mr. Harrison. 

1612. DID you accompany Cox to value the lands in the barony of Abbyshrule? 
— 1 did. 

1613. What day was it you went with him? — On the 14 th of February. 

— What is 
the name of the townland ? 

1615. Did you go to his land at Lishmahan? — I did. 

— I went up 
to M'Cormick’ s house, after walking over a great part of the land. 

1617. Did you see M'Cormick? — I did.

I held it in my hand. 

1620. Where was he? — He was outside his own door, speaking to me in the 
street. 

1621. What do you mean by the street ? — What we call the street, the place 
outside the door. 

1622. Having it in your han^Jn that way, what took place? — We were ordered 
by four men to quit the place immediately. 

1623. Were you attacked? — Yes. 

1624. Who was attacked first? — The thing was general; we were ordered 
immediately to quit the place. Cox, with another man who came with us, was 
first attacked. 

1625. What was the name of the other man? — Plant. 

1 62 6. Plant was attacked, and Cox was attacked ? — They were. 

1627. What happened to you ? — They put either a spade or a shovel to my 
back, and gave me a push, and desired me to begone likewise. 

1628. Were you at that time going off the land? — Yes, in 
going off. 

1629. What sort of a shove was it? — I got no injury by it; they 
back and pushed me on. 

1630. By Mr. Austin^ Helped you off? — Yes.

1635. In what way was Cox attacked ? — I saw Cox get two or three punches- 

he got one on the breast and another blow on the arm. 1 

1636. Did you run away to get off the land ? — Yes, we got away as fast as we 
could. 

1637. Cox had pistols, had he not? — He had. 

1638. Did he pull out his pistols? — He did when he was struck the second 
time. 

1639. Had you a considerable number of notices with you to serve? — I had. 

1640. Did you, after this, attempt to serve any of the other notices?— No 
not one. 

1641. What did you do with them? — I returned them the next mornino-; I 
sent them into Longford. 

1642. Can you tell how many you had, about what number? — I cannot say 
exactly, but I had a notice for every man whose land was returned to me to 
view. 

1643. Does that enable you to state what was about the number? — As well 
as I recollect, I had about 23 or 24 ; I had beyond 20. 

1644. After this took place at Matthias Cormick’s, you returned them all ? — 
Yes, I did not attempt to serve any more ; I returned them, because I thought it 
would be at the peril of my life if I offered to serve them. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Austin. 

1645. Have you ever served any notice at all ? — Not one. 

1646. You had not served any before? — Not one of them. 

1647. Before this affair took place, you had not served any before the 14th 
February ? — Not one. 

1648. You were so unlucky then as to go with Cox for the first time? — That 
was the first time I tried to serve a notice, and to look at the land too. 

_ 1649. You say you had a notice for every man who was returned to you to 
view? — I had. 

1650. Do you mean to say you were ordered to view the property of so many 
people ? — There was a list given of so many men of such a townland, and I was 
to view them. 

165 1 . And for every man whose farm you were ordered to value there was a 
notice ? — There was a notice given to me. 

1652. Notice was given to you whether you knew the farm was of sufficient 
value or not? — I could not know it at all till I saw the land.

1 659. Did you ask leave to go on the land ?— No. 

1660. Then you went on the land without any leave to value the land?—

1661. And if, in your opinion, the land was not of a certain value, you were to 
take out a notice, and write his name at the bottom of the notice, and hand it to 

him? 
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him? — The operation was, any man I thought right, whose land I valued, I was to 
serve a notice on. 

1662. Exercising a discretion about it? — I was to view every man's farm that 
was returned to me, and when I had that view, I was to serve a notice on that 
man. 

1 663. Did you know Matthias M'Cormick ? — I knew him personally ; I did not 
till I called on him. 

1664. You do not know whether he is a hot-headed man or not ?— He is an old 
man. 

1665. Was he in a passion? — No, he seemed very quiet; the old man did. 

1666. There were four of them you saw ? — Yes. 

1667. And there were three of you? — Yes. 

1668. Did any conversation take place between you, Cox, and the four 
men ? 

— No ; Cox entreated them not to do us any violence, and we would all quit the 
place. 

1669. Did you talk to them at the door, I want to know? — No more than 
what I talked to the old man. 

1670. Have you valued any other farms since ? — I have. 

1671. How many? — I suppose about 20. 

1672. In that same barony? — Yes, in that same barony, and some in another 
barony. 

1673. Some in that same barony, and a few in another, I suppose ? — Yes. 

1674. Have you succeeded in valuing them all ? — I have. 

1675. Although you never asked any leave of the persons to go over their 
lands? — Never. 

1676. You met with no obstruction in that occupation? — Not the least. 

1677. Was Cox with you in those latter valuations ? — He was. 

1678. Did you go about with pistols in each pocket ? — I did not. 

1679. Did you know that Cox had had pistols in his pocket? — I know he had 
them that day. 

1680. Why do you know he had them that day ? — He asked me if I would go 
to his house ; he asked me, “ Did I bring pistols and he said it was unsafe to 
go without them.

1682. Did you go with pistols to value the other 20 places after this? — I did. 

1683. Did you never pull them out? — No, I had no occasion. 

1684. Did you meet with any obstruction ? — Not the least.

1685. When you went to Matthias M'Cormick, and previous to that time, you 
never carried pistols ? — [No answer .] 

1686. Had you ever anybody shot through the head close to you, or a relative 
wounded? — No. 

1687. That never happened to you ? — I do not recollect. 

1688. Did I understand you to say, after the attack was made on you at 
M'Cormick’s, you did carry pistols? — Yes. 

1689. After that, you followed Cox’s example, and carried a pair of pistols; 
you never attempted to serve a notice afterwards ?— Never. 

1690. You never had occasion to pull out your pistols in valuing land ? — No. 

1691. The Committee.'] You say you returned the notices in consequence of the 
reception you met with ; you returned the notices, and did not serve them ? — I 
did the next morning. 

1692. Did you know whether any of the persons were served afterwards by 
other persons ? — I cannot say. 

1693. In valuing the different lands, did you meet with the tenants generally, 
or not ; when you went to value other farms, did you see the tenants ?— No ; we 
never called or asked for them. 

1694. In fact, you kept out of the way as much as you could? — We did not 
ask, because we did not like them to know what we were about at all, 

[The Witness was ordered to withdraw.]

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Mr. Harrison stated, that if the Committee did not think this evidence 
sufficient on the point, he had other witnesses who had not yet arrived 
from Ireland, but who were expected the beginning of the week.

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1699. Was he objected to? — He was. 

1700. On which side was he objected to?— He was objected to bv Counsellor 
Smylie and Mr. Griffith. 

1701. Mr. Griffith is an attorney ? — Yes. 

1702. Was it on the ground of value he was objected to ? — It was. 

1703* Committee .] Who was he objected to by; in whose interest ? — I under- 
stood they were employed by Mr. Lefroy. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Robinson. 

1704. You say he was objected to? — He was. 

1705. Do you recollect distinctly the name of Matthew Donohoe being 
discussed ?— 1 recollect it from the note I took then. 

1 706. What note ? — This paper. 

1 707. Is that paper you now hold in your hand a note you then made ? — It is. 

1708. That same paper? — Yes, and the same writing. 

1709. Do you know Matthew Donohoe?— Not personally. 

1710. Is there any other person of that name amongst the voters? — 1 do not 
know. 

1711. Do you know where he lives ? — No. 

1712. How do you know that is the person there objected to?— I know from 
my note a person of that name was objected to, that came to register. 

1713. What place does he describe himself of in his affidavit?— I have not 
the account of his residence in my note.

1722. At whose instance did you keep that house open for the voters? — 
Captain Walker’s. 

1723. Is he a person in Mr. Fox's interest? — I believe he is. 

1724. The persons who frequented your house were persons who voted on 
that side? — I do not know how they voted; I only went to the Court-house 
when I was voting myself. 

1725. Do you mean to say you do not know to what party they belonged ? — 
I believe they belonged to Mr. Fox’s party. 

1726. Have you any doubt about it? — I have not the slightest doubt about it; 
at the same time I did not see them vote. 

1727. Was there some sort of accident happened at your house; was there 
some misfortune r — Not at my house. 

1728. Did not you get into some trouble about it? — I did get into a good deal 
of trouble ; it was very revolting to my feelings. 

1729. What was it ?— A woman swore that I shot a man from my house at 
the election, for which she is now lying under a charge of perjury in Longford 
gaol, at the instance of the jury who tried me. 

1730. You was tried? — I was. 

1731. And acquitted ?— I was. 

1732. And I suppose, then, somebody did meet with his death in that way? — 
Yes, but not in my house; it was in a street close by my house. 

1733. Will you be so good as to tell me how you know this voter was objected 
to by this memorandum ?— There is the word “against" written at the bottom. 

1 734. From that you know he was objected to ? — \ es. 

1 735. Do you know what took place during the objection; do you recollect 
any sort of question that was put to him ? — I do not.

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1736. Do you recollect any particular person that put a question to him?— 

I recollect that every man 

1737. Do you recollect any particular person putting any question to Matthew 
Donohoe ; or do you merely recollect, from seeing this, there was an argument about 
him ? — 1 recollect, from seeing this note, he was cross-examined by Counsellor 
Smylie. 

1738. Do you mean to say every person against whom those letters “ ad. " are 
written was cross-examined by Counsellor Smylie?— Every person against whom 
the word “ against” is written, was, because “ ad.” signifies admitted.

— I think about seven or eight days from the time 
when Mr. Doherty, the revising barrister, came down to assist the other barrister 
who had arrived several days before. 

1742. Did any one else appear besides Counsellor Smylie ? — Mr. Griffiths. 

1743. I mean on the same side as Counsellor Smylie? — Yes, Mr. Griffiths. 

1 744. Is he a counsel too ? — I believe he is a solicitor. 

1745. Did he object to anybody ? — He gave his suggestions to Counsellor 
Smylie on that occasion, and Counsellor Smylie made the objection. 

1 746. Do you mean to say in every instance Counsellor Smylie cross-examined 
the party wherever that word “ against” is written at the bottom ? — Yes. 

1747. That the questions were put by Counsellor Smylie, and not by anybody 
else? — Certainly, not by anybody else. 

1748. Are you prepared to swear any question was asked of him, excepting as 
to the production of the lease? — Not in his cross-examination. 

1 749. In his cross-examination nothing was asked excepting the production of 
the lease ?— I do not know what questions were asked, because they are not in my 
note-book. 

1750. In some of the persons who came forward, there were questions arising 
as to the producing of their lease ; is not that so ? — Yes, in some cases. 

2751. In some of the cases, the only question raised was about the production 
of the lease? — I cannot bring to my recollection whether any of these cases was 
confined to that or not, until I look at the particular case in the note, and then I 
would know. 

1752. What note ?— This note. 

1 753 - This note does not say anything about it? — I know it does not in this 
particular case. 

1754. I ask you whether there were not certain cases in. which the voter is only 
asked as to the production of the lease? — I can only tell by looking over the 
notes. 

1755. How can you tell now by looking over the notes?-— Because it did not 
arise in this case, but in other cases it did. 

1756. Do you mean to say there are some cases in this account, in which it will 
appear that the only question that arose was. as to the production of the lease? — 
I do not say there are cases where the only question was about the production of 
the lease ; but I say there are many cases where such a thing might have arisen, 
and wherever it did, I made a point of entering it in my note. 

1757 - Were there not some cases before the assistant barrister, in which the 
only question asked of the voter was touching the production of the lease, or the 
instrument under which he held ? — I do not know till I look over my notes, and 
then I will know. 

1758. You cannot swear, without looking at those notes, but that some persons 
might have been objected to on that ground only ? — Certainly not. 

59 * Have you any doubt whatever, without looking at your notes, that in 
many cases that was the only question asked of the freeholder ? — I have no 
recollection on the subject, except what that notice affords me. 

1760. You can give me no opinion either way on it T cannot without refer- 
ring to the notes. 

1761. Just answer this ; supposing you find nothing about the sort of question 
that was asked of the freeholder in the note respecting him, will you be able to 
say whether he was objected to on the ground of value, °or whether simply on the 
production of the lease ? — I will. 

} 762. What will enable, you to do that ? — I made it a point , wherever there were 
any objections, except on the ground of value, to mark it particularly in my note. 

1763. If 
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1763. If there was any objection, excepting on the ground of value, it would 
be mentioned in this book? — It would, except I committed a mistake. 

j 764. Are you prepared to stand by your own note or not ; can you swear to it 
from looking at your book ? — To the best of my knowledge and belief, they are 
correct. 

1765. According to the best of your judgment and belief, if there is not some 
note at the time about the production of the lease, that question was never asked 
at all ? — I think so. 

1766. If there is nothing except “admitted” against that, it means that the only 
objection was on the ground of value, that that was the objection ? — If the body 
of the note does not contain it, then it was not made. 

1767. What was not made? — An objection on any other ground except value. 

1768. Look at this book, and show me any case where the non-production of 
the lease is mentioned, and show me one where the question of the non-production 
of the lease was gone into ? — I do not know of any particular case on that ; I can 
show you where there are other objections made besides as to value. 

1769. What entry did you make in that book, where the only difficulty was 
the non-production of the lease? — I do not recollect any one case of that kind. 

1770. Do you mean to say there was no such case? — I cannot say so until 
1 look at my notes ; it is only as these entries present themselves to my view I 
can see whether it was so or not ; this is at the distance of four years, and 
I have never read over the notes since they were written ; I see there is one case 
where there is another objection; “James Sloane claims as a 20?. freeholder, 
claimed by his wife, 40 years in possession ; lease in his brother-in-law’s posses- 
sion ; lease was made to his father-in-law ; never saw the lease ; rejected for want 
of title." 

1771. Have you any other entry, or is that the only one? — There are many 
others besides ; there were objections taken besides those of value. 

1772. Then, if I understand you, there are many cases where the non-produc- 
tion of the lease was the objection taken? — There are cases where the non- 
production of the lease was the ground of objection ; I did not know that there 
was this, till I opened the book, and it presented itself. 

1773. There were cases in which the non-production of the lease was the only 
objection taken ? — There were such cases. 

1774. Committee.] From looking at that book, and from your recollection, are 
you convinced that this party, whose vote is now under consideration, was objected 
to on account of the want of value ? — I am. 

1775. You are positive of that? — lam. 

1776. He was not merely asked to produce his lease? — lam very much of 
opinion that he produced it, although it is not here, because, if any thing as to 
non-production had arisen, I should have noticed it. 

1777. You are positive he was objected to on account of the insufficiency ot 
value? — I am. 

1778. Mr. Robinson.] You found your opinion exclusively on this entry?— 
I do ; I found my opinion on the general rule which I adopted in making the 
entries. 

1779. And you believe, unless in those cases where the words are written, the 
man was objected to on the ground of value? — Yes, except it be otherwise stated 
in the note. 

[The Witness was ordered to withdraw . ] 



William Morrison , sworn. 

Examined by Mr. Whitesides. 

1780. YOU were employed, you told us, to serve some notices ; do you recol- 
lect being employed to serve a notice on one Matthew Donohoe, of the barony of 
Longford ? — 1 do. 

1781. You know the man?— I do. 

1782. Did you serve the notice on him ?— I served it on his wife, at the 

house. r Ti 

17S3. On what date ? — On Friday, the loth of February. 

1784. What did you do, when you went to the house, on that occasion?—- 
I went to the house and served her with a notice, and 1 told her that that was 
12 a notice 
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a notice for her husband to produce his lease in the House of Commons, to defend 
his vote on the 28th of February. 

1785. Did you make an entry of the service of that notice ? — I did, as soon as 
I left the house. 

1786. That is the precise day you served it? — Yes. 

17S7. Was it a printed notice? — It was. 

1788. The same as you served on all the other houses ? — The same ; I served 
it on the 27th of February. 

1 789. Have you a copy of that notice ?— I have — [it was handed to the Counsel.] 

1790. Were all the notices you served printed ? — They were. 

1791. What was the date on the notice; at what time was Donohoe called on 
to produce the lease ? — The 28th of February. 

1792. You swear that? — I do. 

1793. Will you produce that notice ? — I will. 

1794. Did the notice you served in any respect differ from that ? — [handing a 
notice to the Witness .] — It did. 

3795. In what respect?— It was for the 28th of February, instead of the 
11th April. 

1796. Look at that notice, which has been printed ; was that the kind of notice 
you served ? — It was, except that the man’s name was not on it. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Robinson. 

1797. You have been examined here before to-day, I believe? — I have. 

1798. You told us, on that occasion you had served as many as 55 notices?- 
Not upon that occasion ; I said I served 33 on that occasion. 

1799. But how many did you serve altogether r — I consider I served 33 on one 
occasion, and 25 on the other. 

1800. What occasion do you mean? — I mean the 28th February, about 33. 

1801. And 25 on the other? — Something about that. 

1802. When was it you went to Donohoe’ s house ? — On the 17th of February. 

1803. Whom did you see there? — His wife and family. 

1804. Did you not see him?— No, I believe he was on the road before me. 

1805. Had you met him that day ? — I was told he passed before me on the 
road. 

1806. You did not see him on that day? — I did not see him, but I was after 
him. 

1807. How many of those pieces of paper had you altogether? — I suppose I 
had as many as I served, and a few over. 

1808. By whom were they given to you r — I suppose between 50 and 60. 

1809. By whom were they given to j'ou ? — Mr. Courtenay gave me some. 

1810. Who gave you the others? — They were enclosed to me. 

1811. How did you get them ? — They were given into my hands. 

1812. Who gave them into your hands ?— Captain Walker gave me some, and 
Mr. Courtenay the rest. 

1813. Which of the two was it you gave to Mrs. Donohoe ? — It was the 28th. 

1814. Was that given to you by Captain Walker?— It was given to me by Mr. 
Courtenay at the table in Longford. 

1815. Did you examine them ? — I did. 

1816. Do you mean to swear you read them all?— I read part of them. 

1817. You mean to say you read some of the notices ? — I do ; most of them all 
I read. 

1818. What did you say when you gave it to this woman? — I gave the paper 
into her hand. 

1819. What did you say to her ? — I said, “ Here is a notice for your husband to 
produce his lease in the House of Commons to defend his freehold.” 

1820. That you told her ? — Yes. 

1821. I do not understand you to say that you read that particular paper which 
you gave to that woman, but that you read some of them ? — I said I did. 

1822. I did not hear you say so ?— Not when I gave it to her, but before it. 

1823. You read the notice you gave to her? — I did. 

1 ? 24 -^ ^° U Say y0U read most of ttem ; how do y° u recollect that you read this 
one ?— Before I served it, to make myself sure, I read it over.

I read, and part not.

1832. Where did you get this from? — I got it here. 

1833. When? — The first day I came here, I think. 

1834. Do you mean to say you got it before this morning? — I had it before 
three mornings ago.

1836. You did not keep one at the time you served it? — I did, but I did not 
bring it with me.

JUST be so good as to tell the Committee what rent and what number 
of acres Donohoe swore he claimed out of? — Twelve acres of land; the rent

Mr. James Armstrong , sworn. 

Examined by Mr. Whitesides. 

1860. WHERE do you reside? — In the county of Cavan. 

1861. Is that on the boundary of the county of Longford ? — It is. 

1862. Are you an extensive land-owner yourself? — Tolerably so. 

1863. Are you well acquainted with the value of land ? — I have been brought 
up to it from my infancy. 

1 864. What do you mean by saying you have been brought up to the valuation 
of land from your infancy ? — I have been brought up to farming. 

1865. Have you acted under the Tithe Composition Act as a valuer? — I did. 

1866. You are a commissioner elected by the parish for that purpose ? — Yes; 
by the parish in which I reside. 

1867. Were you appointed at any time to value Lord Lorton’s estate? — Yes. 

1 868. When was that? — This time three years. 

1869. Did you visit the farm of one Matthew Donohoe, in Upper Droomard, 
in the barony of Longford? — Yes. 

1870. Do you know that farm? — Yes, perfectly. 

1871. Will you describe to the Committee the condition of that farm, and what 
you believe the value of that to be per acre, that a solvent and responsible tenant 
would pay for it? — It is a farm situated low ; mountain farm ; all that neighbour- 
hood is mountain, at least formerly was ; the principal of it even is now. 

1872. What do you mean by mountain ? — I mean the whole of that neighbour- 
hood goes by the name of mountain. 

1873. What do you mean by tbe word “low”? — It is rather lower, this farm, 
than other farms which are near to it. 

1874. Will you tell the Committee, according to the best of your judgment, 
what the value of that farm is per acre ; what a solvent tenant couid afford to pay 
for it ? — Connecting the mud-wall cabin that is on it with the small hovels of barn, 
&c. attached to it, I consider, at the very highest value, 1/. 2s. per acre; I look 
upon that as the very highest value. 

1875. Could a solvent and responsible tenant, do you suppose, afford to pay 
any thing more for it than you have valued it at ? — I feel perfectly satisfied, not. 

1876. And you include the house? — Yes. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Robinson. 

1877. Did you value it alone, or did anybody go with you ? — Mr. Stephenson 
went with me in conjunction. 

1878. When was it you valued it? — In the month of February last. 

1 879* That is not a very favourable time, I believe, for judging of the value of 
the land ; land in a low situation does not look particularly well in the month of 
February ? — 1 believe the winter season to be the best season to know the quality 
of land. 

1880. In the month of February low situations do not look in their best plight* 
— No, they do not. 

1881. Had 
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1881. Hail you been acquainted with Donohoe's farm before r— I have rode 
that neighbourhood from time to time for more than 20 years. 

1S82. Generally through that neighbourhood ?— Particularly by that place, 
because it is adjacent to the road. 

1883. Did Donohoe go over the land with you ?— He was not there at that dav, 
at least I did not see him ; I met him in the morning going to market. 

1884. he g° over the land with you 1 — No. 

1S85. Did you make any inquiries at all as to the productiveness of the land, 
or what it produced? — I did not. 

1886. How long were you doing it; how long were you there altoo-ether? I 

was on that farm not more than half an hour. 

1887. You were asked of course to make this valuation by the other side’— 
Yes. 

1 885. And you knew the object for which you were wanted to value it ?— Yes. 

1 889. I see you speak very contemptuously of this mud cabin ; Donohoe lives 
in it with his family I believe?— I suppose so; I am led to understand so. 

[The Witness was ordered to withdraw.] 

Mr. William Stephenson, sworn. 

Examined by Mr. Whitesides. 

1890. WHAT are you? — A farmer. 

1891. Where? — At Colmadron. 

1892. You are a farmer there? — Yes. 

1893. Have you been accustomed to value land ? — Yes, I have valued some 
land. 

1894. You have valued land? — Yes; I have valued two or three estates. 

1 895. Did you happen ’to value the estate of Matthew Donohoe, of the barony 
of Droomard, of the county of Longford ? — I did not value the estate; I valued 
his farm. 

1896. Will you tell the Committee what kind of a farm it is, and what it is 
worth ? — It is low mountainy moory land. 

1897. According to the best of your judgment, what rent could a solvent and 
responsible tenant afford to pay for that farm ? — I should think the outside value 
would be 1 /. 2 s. 

1898. Was Mr. Armstrong with you at the time you valued that land? — 
He was. 

1899. You valued it together? — Yes. 

1900. Did you see the house that is on it ? — I did. 

1 goi . What kind of a house is it ? — It is a very old mud-wall house. 

1 902. And that is the highest rent you think a solvent tenant could pay for it ? 
— Yes, I think so. 

1903. That is a mountain district? — It is all mountain in that part of the 
country. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Robinson. 

1904. Have you been much accustomed to value land? — Yes. 

1905. On any other occasion excepting on election occasions? — I was called to 
value the estate belonging to a gentleman in England here of the name of 
Cruikshanks. 

1906. I believe you have valued land before with reference to election disputes? 
— I valued land at the last petition. 

1907. You gave evidence, I believe, then? — Yes, I did. 

1908. My friend says “ believed did you give evidence respecting the estate of 
a man of the name of Thomas and Peter Monahoon ? — One of them, I cannot 
tell which. 

1909. You gave evidence against the value of their farm ? — Yes, I did. 

1910. The Committee did not agree with you in your opinion?— I really cannot 
tell ; it app ears not. 

1911. The votes were allow ed ? — I have heard since they were allowed. 

1912. Did you go at all over the house of Matthew Donohoe? — Yes, I went 
by the house. 

1913. But nut in?— No, not in.

1914. I believe you were examined in a great number of cases in the Longford 
election ?— I was examined in a good many. 

[The Witness was ordered to withdraw.'] 

Mr. Whitesides stated this was his case. 

Mr. Thomas Nesbitt, sworn. 

Examined by Mr. Robinson. 

1915. ARE you a land-owner in the county of Leitrim ? — I am. 

1916. Do you occupy much land ? — About 60 acres. 

1917. Are you well acquainted with the value of land? — Very well. 

1918. Did you go over the farm of Matthew Donohoe at any time ? — I did. 

1919. When? — I think in February last. 

1920. Did you go alone, or with anybody else? — Yes; there was a Mr. 
Gregory with ine. 

1921. Did you examine it? — I did. 

1922. What, in your judgment, is the value of it per acre ? — I think it is worth, 
as I saw it situated, I think it is worth 1 /. 1 5 s. 

1923. Are you a judge of that sort of holding? — Yes, I am. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Whitesides. 

1924. Where do you live? — I live in the county of Leitrim. 

1925. How far might that be, at a rough guess, from this farm ; how many 
miles ? — I think it is about eight or nine miles. 

1 926. I ask you in whose employment you are in the county of Leitrim ? — I am 
in no man’s employment; I give employment, I suppose, to the amount of 300/. 
a year to labourers. 

1927. Extracting iron ore? — No; I do extract some iron ore. 

1928. Is not that your principal business ? — It is not ; farming is my principal 
business, and what I have been reared to. 

1929. Have you been in the employment of Mr. White’s brother in Leitrim? 

- — Never, 

1930. Forelections? — Yes. 

1931. And you were brought, as I understand you, from Leitrim to this farm 

in the county of Longford, to value ? I was. 

1932. When were you brought ? — In February last. 

1933. Who brought you ? — Nobody. 

1934. Who sent you ? — I went myself, but Mr. Welsh sent me. 

1935. Did Mr. Welsh go with you ? — No. 

1936. Who is Mr. Welsh? — A land-agent in the county of Leitrim. 

1937. He is Mr. White’s agent, is not he? — Just so. . 

1938. Had you ever been in that country, or on that farm before, in your life. 

— I never was there. . 

1939. Do you know any thing of the rate of letting lands in that district of 

country? — I believe the rate is pretty much the same as it is in my own 
country. . 

1940. Do you know any thing, of your own knowledge, of the rate at which 
farms are let in that district of the county of Longford ? — I do ; I know lands let 
higher in the county of Longford generally than they do in the county Leitrim. 

1941. And you think, that as lands are let in the county of Longford, the 35$. 
an acre for this mountain farm is a fair rent ? — I do consider it a fair rent. 

1942. And a solvent tenant could afford to pay it? — I think so. 

1943. Were you ever in the barony of Abbyshrule ? — I was. 

1944. Did you ever hear that a great district in that barony is let at 32$. an 
acre ? — I never did. 

1945. Would you be surprised to hear that circumstance, that land was let at 
32$. ? — There might be lands let at 32$., and they might not be worth 32$. 

1946. You have been at Abbyshrule for the purpose of valuing land? — I have 

been there. , 

1947. Is there not, according to your judgment, a great deal of very fine lan 

in Abbyshrule? — There is, and a great deal of very bad land. , 
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1948. Is not this farm } T ou have been speaking about, what is called a mountain 
farm?— I have seen no signs of mountain about it; it is all well tilled land, 
reclaimed. 

1949. It is reclaimed, you say? — It was. 

19.50. From what? — From what it originally was. 

1951. What was it reclaimed from? — It bore the marks of being reclaimed, 
because it was well laid out, and some timber planted on it. 

19,52. What timber; what kind of timber ? — Young trees. 

1 953. What sort of trees ? — Alder. 

19.54. Reclaimed from what, I want to know ?— Made better by improvement; 
it seemed to me to be improved and well managed. 

1955. Reclaimed from what ; why did you use the expression reclaimed? — 
I use it in this sense. 

1956. It is not reclaimed from waste? — There is waste attached to it, which is 
now in a state of being reclaimed ; something between four and five acres ; which 
adds to the value of it. 

1957. The waste does? — Yes. 

1958. Is not that part of the farm itself? — It is not part of the land in the 
lease ; it appeared to me to be waste ; I should suppose so. 

1959. I ask you how you know the waste land which is close beside it ; is not 
part of the reclaimed land in the lease ? — I was told so. 

1960. Who told you that? — The persons on the land; and they showed me 
the lease, and I looked to see what the reserved rent was. 

1961. And you saw what the amount of the rent was ? — I did. 

1962. And did you know it was necessary that the land should be worth 10/. 
a year more than that, in order to give the tenant a right to vote? — Since the 10/. 
franchise was established, I always knew that it was necessary. 

1963. And what was the rent reserved per acre? — The entire rent was 

8 /- Is. 8 d. 

1964. How much was that by the acre of the farm? — The reserved rent was 
Sl.ls.Sd. 

1965. How do you know the four or five acres of waste land were not part of the 
land demised by the lease ? -I do not know it from any other than the two reasons 
I have just mentioned ; in the first place, the people pointed it out to me as being 
waste attached to the land ; and in the next place, in general it is waste of that 
description which is attached to land and never charged for. 

1966. Do you mean to tell the Committee, in a farm of 12 acres, it is the 
custom in Ireland, or usual, to have four or five acres of waste land attached to it? 
— I have sometimes seen it, but not generally. 

1967. Where did you ever see four or five acres of waste thrown in ? — I have 
seen it, and more acres of waste even than that reserved. 

1968. Where there were four or five acresdemised in alease of 12 acres.' — Yes, 
there was. 

1969. There were merely 12 acres? — Twelve acres and 10 perches. 

1970. Nothing more? — There appeared to me to be nothing more. 

1971. You say that the amount of land mentioned in the lease was 12 acres 10 
perches? — Yes. 

1972. Those five acres were thrown in ? — They were pointed out to me as being 
thrown in.

How much do you in general add for the house ; is not 5 s. a high acreage 
to add for the house ? — Where the farms are small, the houses are of more value- 
the larger the farm, the more it takes from the value of the house.

2355. Do you know any thing, except from what the voter told you (which you 
are not to say), do you know any thing of your own knowledge of the rent that 
Thomas Magee pays for his farm ? — I do not know, except what he told me. 

2356. Did you ever see his lease ? — I saw it in the barrister’s hand, but I did 
not know what was in it. 

2357 Was Magee sworn there r — He was. 

23.58. Did you hear Thomas Magee swear, on his oath, what was the rent lie 
paid ? — I cannot remember it ; but before he went away lie told me the rent he paid. 

2359. Did you see the receipt given to Magee for his rent? — 1 did not. 

2360. Did Magee show you yourself, or did he show the barrister a receipt in 
your presence from Lord Darnley for his rent? — 

Mr. Robinson objected to the question. 

The Committee were of opinion the question could not be put. 

2361. By the Committee.] Did you hear him state to the barrister what his 
rent was ? — I heard him speak to the barrister, but the barrister objected. 

2362. Answer the question ? — I do not recollect it.

— It is in the handwriting of one of 
my clerks ; this is the book that was made for the rector of the parish. Under 
the compensation law, we were obliged to furnish a book to each tithe-owner, and 
another to the registrar of the diocese ; this is the book furnished to the registrar, 
and here is the certificate of the registrar of the diocese of its being regularly 
compared with, the one lodged. 

2400. In whose handwriting are those entries in that book ? — I have distinctly 
said my clerk’s. 

2401. Have you yourself since compared those entries in that book with any 
other memorandums?—! compared them with the entries taken on the field as we 
went along ; each and all of the books we compared with the original book. 

2402. Did you yourself compare them ? — Distinctly.

2611. They did not appear to be very hard pressed in the way of rent; was 

there any appearance of distress ? — There was no appearance of distress, but quite 
the reverse. 1 

2612. As to the land being worth 30 .y. per acre, have you any doubt that at 
all events it is worth 32 s. with the house? — I have no doubt it is worth that 
and more ; I would not swear for any man but what I believed. 

2613. This quarry you spoke of is within three miles, you say ?— Yes I 

think so. ’ 

2614. Mr. Whitesides.] Do you know in whose interest Lord Southwell’s tenants 
tire? — I believe there are some of them in the interest of Mr. White. 

2615. Committee.'] Are you positive that this place where the lime is got from 

is within three miles ?

2616. Is there an opportunity of getting lime within three miles, will you swear

How do you know that?— I am intimately acquaint 
with the gentleman who owns it, Mr. O'Brien. ‘ 1 

2914. How do you know he owns it? — I saw him receive the rent there at 
different times ; there are three or four landlords. 

2915. Mr. Wrangham.] Do you know that Mr. O’Brien, your acquaintance 

who receives the rent, is a middle-man under another landlord ? — I do. ’ 

2916. Committee .] Is Mr. O’Brien the landlord?— He is one of the landlords 
and Mr. Lefroy is another landlord ; there are three or four landlords. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Robinson. 

29:7. Did you canvass any of Mr. O’Brien’s tenants? — I did not canvass any at 
all for Mr. Fox, except one house beside myself. 

2918. You did not ask this man O’Rorke to vote? — I did not see the man 
during the election. 

2919. Nor before the election ? — Except half a year or a year before I met him 
drawing limestone at Ballinalee. 

2920. On that occasion did you ask him to vote? — No, I did not.

2937. Are you sure, at this distance of time, there was no other Mark O’Rorke 
at Cormakelly at that time ?— I think very likely it might have been Matthew 
O’Rorke at that time. 

2938. On what principle did you make the valuation ? — The same principle as 

the 
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the rest of the parish; I valued 14 acres of the second class, and eight of the 
third. 

2939- And the first class is from 27s. to 30 s.? — Yes, there is none of the first 
class here. 

2940. How much is the second class? — That is from 14s. to 16s. and 18s. ; it 
is a particularly bad farm, and therefore I say 16 s., which is between the two. 

2941. When did you see it last? — I have not been on the land since 1831. 

2942. Do you recollect it very well? — I was tithe commissioner in the neigh- 
bouring townships, and they were only classed last year. 

2943. How much of the third class is there r — Eight acres. 

2944. I forget what you said that was? — Seven shillings; there was nothing 
placed in that class except unreclaimed rocky ground, or bog with the turf out. 

2Q45- Do I understand you that is the full value? — I do think it is. 

2946. You made your tithe valuation on that principle? — We made it on the 
principle that the tenant ought to live by it. I should say, if the tenant lived like 
his own hog, he could not pay more than 17$. or 18$. an acre. 

2947. Then you valued it rather low ? — We valued it to give the tenant a fair 
interest, as I conceive I ought to value property if I valued it for my employer 
as a land-agent. 

2948. Committee.'] On your valuation of 14$. an acre, would the tenant, in your 
opinion, have a beneficial advantage equal to 10/.? — Certainly not; three or four 
shillings an acre would be the utmost beneficial interest he could have.

3038. How far ? — It is, at least, four miles of it ; it is on the same estate, and is 
a worse quality of land. 

3039. How far is it from the town of Granard, what you have left? — I suppose 
about three Irish miles, or three and a half. 

3040. Is this Ballyduffy four miles further oft'? — The land I have set is not 
between Granard and Ballyduffy in a straight line.

— 1 did not ; I mentioned 
yesterday I was abruptly asked by Johnstone to serve two at particular places, 
and, without having time to consider it, I served them; it was not as a 
magistrate. 

3730. What number of farms did you value in this way? — Almost all the farms 
I valued I had previous knowledge of before. 

3731. That is no answer to my question; what is the number of farms?— I 
could not say. 

3732. Did you value ten, twenty, thirty or forty ? — I mentioned to the agent in 
this cause there were twenty cases I could speak to. 

3733. Did you do this voluntarily ? — I did. 

3734. At the request, we have heard, of a club? — I do not belong to any club. 

3735. I ask you, did you do it at the request of the club, or parties connected 
with the club ? — I did it at the request of Mr. Fox in this case ; and at the previous 
election petition, some years ago, I did it at the request of my friend, Mr. Lefroy. 

3736. Have you acted long, as a magistrate? — I think about four years. 

3737. Soon after the date of your appointment? — Immediately on being 
appointed magistrate, I acted as a magistrate ; I acted at the quarter sessions, 
where I happened to go in, and I was sworn in, and I sat on the bench that day. 

3738. Was that the sessions in the beginning of 1833? — I think it was; I 
cannot be accurate as to the date, but I could easily ascertain the day of the 
month and the year. 

3739. And you pursued much the same course at the last election, the general 
election of 1832 ? — Do you mean this election? 

3740. I mean the last general election of 1832 ? — At the last general election 
in 1832, on which there was a petition ; I was not a magistrate at that time. 

3741. But you was a valuer then ? — I did not come over on that petition. 

3742. But you did value? — There were cases on which I might have come over, 
and which I could speak to, but I was not here at all on that petition. 

3743. Mr. Whitesides.] Is there any such thing as a club on the part of the 
Conservative party in that county? — I know nothing of such a club ; and I do not 
belong to it, if there is one. 

[The Witness was ordered to withdraw.] 

Mr. Robinson stated, he should offer no evidence in support of this vote. 

The vote of Thomas M'Cormick was then struck off the poll. 

Mr. Whitesides.] The next is the vote of James Farrell ; 214 on the list, 
86 on the poll.

6319- You think that a fair and proper mode of taking the value of land, what a 
tenant would give for a year or two?

Then you can give no account of the mode in which a cabin of that 
sort is built, how long it takes, or what the cost is ; can you give any account 
from your personal knowledge, of the time it takes to build it, and the expense 
of building it ? — It depends on the number of hands employed.

Do you recollect Patrick M‘Cormick's cabin, or cottage, or whatever it 
was ? — There is a man of the name of Patrick M‘Cormick. 

7926. Have you now that cottage in your recollection at this moment when 
you are speaking of it ? — Does M‘Cormick live in Aughnacross ; it is a black- 
smith. 

7927. Do you know Patrick M £ Cormick of Loughall ? — I know the land in 
that neighbourhood. 

7928. Do you know one Patrick M'Cormick at that place ? — That is, I 
suppose, six miles from here. 

7929. Answer the question; do you know Patrick M'Cormick of this place? 
— I do, I recollect it. 

7930. You recollect his cottage? — I do. 

7931. Have you it at this moment in your recollection ? — I have. 

7932. Were there any offices to it? — There are. 

7933- What offices ? — Two or three little houses altogether. 

7934. Pray what is the house itself made of? — Of stone.
